SECRETARY FOLGER’S PLACE 1N 
THE CABINET. 
DISSATISFACTION BECAUSE THE SECRETARY 

DOES NOT RESIGN—MR. PLATT, MR. 


NEW, AND OTHER ASPIRANTS—THE 
ALABAMA MARSHALS, 


Wasnineton, Sept. 25.—The prevailing 
fmpression, that Secretary Folger will not re- 
sign the office which he now holds until after 
the New-York election, has caused dissatisfac- 
tion not only among persons who desire the 
immediate selection of a new Secretary, but 
also among the Secretary’s friends, By his 
friends it is said that a failure to resign at 
pnee will alienate some persons who might 
dtherwise vote for him. Others, who hoped to 
see the Treasury at once placed under the 
tontrol of a more energetic political manager, 
are disappointed by the venerable Secretary’s 
tenacity. The President has been induced to 
take a step backward in the Alabama matter, 
and the appointment of Mr. Strobach to be 
Marshal and the summary removal of Collec- 


tors Morgan and Rapier have been recalled. 
Action in Mr. Strobach’s case has been sus- 
pentied, and the appointments of Messrs. 
Joseph and Youngblood will probably depend 
upon Mr, Strobach’s fortunes. The original 
action seems to have been hasty and to have 
surprised the officers of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, so that what was regarded by some as 
an attempt to clear out the Sherman sup- 
porters in Alabama and replace them by those 
whose influence would be exerted in another 
direction seems to have been unsuccessful, be- 
cause it was suddenly and unwisely made. 
Ex-Senator Thomas C. Platt’s name has 
been added to the list of those declared by gen- 
eral gossip to be candidates for Secretary Fol- 
— place. That some one must succeed Mr. 
‘olger, whether he be elected or not in New- 
York, seems to be generally admitted. One of 
the star route organs, while advocating the 
selection of the Hon. John C, New, refers to 
the connection of Mr. New, Commissioner Dud- 
ley, and ex-Senator Dorsey with the Indiana 
Plection of October, i880, and says: ‘The 
tampaign would undoubtedly have been lost 
without the efforts of either of these gentle- 
men. One of them declined a Cabinet posi- 
tion under the President elected by their com- 
bined endeavors. The other holds the most 
Important and far-reaching bureau in the Gov- 
trnment, It is meet, therefore, that the 
D‘her should be advanced to the high 
osition for which he is universally ac- 
snowledged to be peculiarly fitted.” All 
of this was undoubtedly inspired by the 
kindest of feeling toward Mr. New, but it is 
possible, nevertheless, that he does not regard 
it with as much pleasure as he does some very 
complimentary notices from other sources. It 
tends to recall the fact that the letter in which 
President Garfield tendered a Cabinet position 
to ex-Senator Dorsey, and the other letter in 
which the ex-Senator declined such a position, 
have not yet been made public, although it 
was announced on Aug. 27 that they would be 
published after the termination of the star 
route trial.

THE STAR ROUTE MEN. 

MR. WALSH’S EXASPERATING PAPERS—AR- 
REST OF COL. PRICE IN KANSAS CITY. 
WasHINGYoN, Sept. 25.—Mr. John A. 

‘Walsh has for some time been regarded by the 

star route defendants as an exasperating sort 

ofaman. His testimony in the trial was very 
interesting, and he carries a large bundle of 
papers which relate to sundry pecuniary trans- 
actions. Mr. Dickson, foreman of the jury, 
found it necessary to attack him immediately 
after the record of the votes in the jury-room 
becaine known to the country, and in reply 
Mr. Walsh referred to a little transaction in 


postal drafts. Mr. Dickson then asserted that 
Mr. Welsh had preferred a claim against 


the estate of Lieut. Benner, who died 
heroically while endeavoring to relieve 


yellow fever sufferers, alleging that he had dis- 
counted Lieut. Benner’s pay for several months 
in advance just before he departed for the 
South. Mr. Dickson declared that the claim 
aroused his indignation and that he was con- 
vinced that it was a fictitious one; of course, 
he could not believe the testimony of such a 
man. But now this exasperating Mr. Walsh, 
who never received any return for the money 
ndvanced to Benner, has overhauled that bun- 
dle of papers and has found the Benner vouch- 
ers, upon which headvanced the money, and 
ulso the checks, drawn to Benner’s order and 
indorsed by Benner. This must be annoying. 
Mr. Walsh is more exasperating than ever, 

Kansas City, Sept. 25.—Col. James B, 
Price, of Jeiferson City, Mo., indicted as a 
partner of William Vaile, of Independence, 
Mo., for conspiracy against the Government 
in expediting a large number of star routes in 
Texas and Indian Territory, to-day delivered 
bimself into the custody of the United States 
Marshal at this place. At the time the indict- 
ments were brought against the star routers 
Col. Price left the State and went to Canada. He 
claimed ill-beaith as the cause, but those 
knowing his connection with the cases are 
of the opinion that the flight was to save 
himself from testifying in the cases recently 
tried. Six weeks ago United States District 
Attorney Bliss, hearing that!Price had returned 
to Jefferson City, telegraphed the United States 
District Attorney for the Western District of 
Missouri to have Price arrested and put under 
bonds for $20,000. Thereport was found to be 
untrue, but upon Price’s return two weeks ago 
the District Attorney swore out a warrant 
and put it in the hands of the Mar- 
shal to serve. Price did not wait for 
service, however, but came up_ to-day 
and voluntarily presented himself. In view 
of these facts, Judge Krekel placed his 
bonds at $10,000, conditional on_ his 
appearance before the next term of the 
Supreme Court at Washington. Col. Price 
is the cousin of the famous rebel General 
Sterling Price, and has for years been one of 
the heaviest mail contractors in the West, car- 
rying most of the mails on the Mississippi 
boats ‘and being also largely interested in mail 
routes by boat and stage coach in Texss and 
Indian ‘lerritory.

NOTES FROM THE CAPITAL. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25, 1882. 

The national bank notes received for redemp- 
tion to-day amount to $343,000. 

The receipts from internal revanue to-day 
were $520,082 19, and from Customs $776,- 
564 73. 

Secretary Lincoln left this city this morning 
for Chicago on a brief visit. Secretary Chand- 
ler is expected back to-morrow. Gen. Me- 
Keever returned to Washington yesterday 
from New-York, and is now acting as Adju- 
tant-General. 

Engineer Melville called upon Acting Secre- 
tary Walker at the Navy Department this 
afternoon. When Secretary Chandler returns 
the records and articles found with De Long’s 
party, which are now in the custody of Engi- 
necr Melville, will be opened and examined in 
the presence of Mrs. De Long, who has been 
given notice to attend. 

A few weeks ago the Indian Bureau received 
informaticn that the Piegan Indians, of Mon- 
tana, had wendered from their reservation, 
and were coramitting depredations upon the 
white settlers of that region. To-day, how- 
aver, the Commissioner of Indian Affairs re- 
seived a telegram from tho agent at the Black- 
feet Agency, Montana, statinz that he has no 
knowledge of any Indians i#‘nz off the reser- 
vation or committing depredations, and that if 
any such are committed 1t must be by Northern 
Piegans, of Canada.

RUMORS AS TO THE OFFICERS OF THE PER- 


MANENT ORGANIZATION. 


Last night trains brought to this City a 
number of the members of the Republican 
State Committee, and during the morning the 
remainder may be expected. Among those 
who arrived last night were John F. Smyth, 
of Albany ; Gen. George H. Sharpe, of Ulster; 
B. Platt Carpenter, of Dutchess; Senator 


Alexander M. Holmes, of Madison; 
Martin L. Stover, of Montgomery; 
Abram C, Crosby, of Delaware, and 


Capt. Chester 8. Cole, of Steuben. The Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel was the rendezvous of these 
gentlemen last night. Of the City members 
of the committee Barney Biglin and Col. 
Michael Cregan were the only two who visited 
the hotel. There was considerable talk as to 
the organization of the committee, which will 


take place to-day. The name of ex-Senator 
Thomas C. Platt was the most prominently 
mentioned until it was learned on what 
appeared to be the best authority 
that Mr. Platt contemplated a visit 
to the Pacific coast, together with 
his wife, Don Cameron, of Pennsylvania, and 
a party of one or two others, Mr. John F. 
Smyth had already declined the honor because 
of the necessities of his personal business, and 
Gen, Sharpe’s name was spoken of as the next 
available candidate. The name of Capt. Cole 
was also heard, though its mention was with- 
out his knowleage or consent. Mr. B. Platt 
Carpenter was understood to be a candidate. 
He would not deny this, although he said that 
the fact that he was already a candidate for 
the Lieutenant-Governorship would probably 
prove a bar to his acceptance of the office. 
Some of the City members of the committee 
say they cannot see the force of any such ob- 
jection, and were inclined to favor his candi- 
dacy. Mr. Carpenter was the Chairman of 
last year’s committee. A member of the com- 
mittee asserted last night that the slate had 
been decided upon, and that Mr. Carpenter 
would be the Chairman without a doubt. The 
names that have thus far been mentioned for 
the Chairmanship of the Executive Commit- 
tee are those oi Mr. Thomas C. Platt, Gen. 
Sharpe, and John F. Smyth. The same reasons 
that would prohibit Mr. Smyth from acceptin 
the Chairmanship of the State Committee eka 
be likely to operate in connection with this 
minor office. So far as the members will ex- 
press any — on the subject there appears 
to be no decided objection to Mr. Carpenter 
having the much-coveted position. The fact 
that Congressman Ketcham, of Dutchess, is 
also on the ground is regarded as an indication 
that Mr, Carpenter’s claims are to be submit- 
ted to the committee to-day. For Secretary 
of the committee the names of Mr. John W. 
Vrooman, the member from Herkimer, and of 
Edward M. Johnson, Clerk of the Assembly, 
are most frequently spoken. Mr. Johnson is 
early on the ground, and 1s engaged in con- 
ducting a quiet canvass. 

There were rumors of a long conference to- 
night between Judge Folger and well-known 
Republican politicians. They probably origi- 
nated from the fact that Mr. Folger was clos- 
eted for a little while with John J. O’Brien, 
Barney Biglin, and Robert G. McCord at the 
Hoffman House, where the Judge is registered. 
Upward of 50 Republicans of standing in the 
community are said to have called upon Mr. 
Folger last night for the purpose of assuring 
him that be had their sympathies, as he 
might have their support, financially and 
otherwise, if he needed it. Mr. Folger, 
however, was engaged with the _ three 
gentlemen already mentioned, and did not see 
them. Several well-known Republicans from 
various parts of the country are in the City. 
Among them are Frank Hatton, Judge Settle, 
and Congressman Canaday, of North Carolina, 
and Gen. Hodner, of Vermont. There js no 
doubt that the State Committee, immediately 
after to-day’s meeting, will give orders for the 
opening of a campeign head-quarters at once. 
The Fitth-Avenue Hotel will probably be se- 
lected. 

The Democrats are also in search of cam- 
paign head-quarters. Mr. Daniel Lamont, 
Clerk of the Democratic State Committee, is 
engaged in a search for suitable rooms.

AN OLD LADY'S INSANITY. 

Rep Bank, N. J., Sept. 25.—Two weeks ago 
the State Chancellor issued a commission to Daniel 
H. Applegate, a Master in Chancery; ex-Mayor 
William T. Corlies, and H. J. Child, upon the peti- 
tion of Mrs. Alice White Morris, to inquire into the 
sanity of Lucy White, a maiden lady of 70 years, 
living in Eatontown Township. The alleged luna- 
tic was the owner of a farm of 225 acres, valued at 
$25,000. To-day the case was tried before the 
Commissioners and a Sheriff's jury of 24 men. The 
petitioner is a neice of the defendant, and asked 
for the appointment of a guardian of her aunt to 
prevent waste of herestate. The White family is 
one of the oldest in Monmouth County, and great 
interest was taken in the case. The deed of the 
farm was dated 1815, and has been occupied by 
Lucy White since womanhood. ‘There were a 
great many witnesses sworn, but the prin- 
cipal testimony was given by Dr. S. H. Hunt, 
of Long Branch, and ex-Judge Barclay, of Eaton- 
town. Dr. Hunt swore that he was acquainted 
with the defendant and that insanity was heredi- 
tary in herfamily. Hesaid that a brother to the 
defendant was an idiot and that she was suffering 
from congenital insanity. He said that the farm 
was worth $175 per acre and that Lucy White was 
not competent to manage it. Ex-Judge Barclay 
in his testimony stated that he was 89 years of age 
and that he bad lived in Eatontown Township for 
80 years; that he was acquainted with Lucy White 
and that ne had always cousidered her an idiot; 
that her father was queer in his actions and that 
her dead brother was incompetent to manage his 
affairs. He said the farm was worth $150 an acre 
at a forced sale. Counselor Charles J. Gordon 
summed up and the jury brought ina verdict that 
the defendant was insane. The proceedings will 
be certified to the Chancellor, and he will send the 
case to the Orphans’ Court of this county, whena 


guardian will be appointed to take charge of Lucy 
White and her estate.

SWINDLER’S WRITING FROM SPAIN. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Information has 
been received at the Department of State from the 
United States Minister at Madrid that he is con- 
stantly in receipt of letters from persons in the 
United States, saying that they had received com- 


munications from persons residing in Spain and 
Ceuta informing them of the death (in Spanish 
prisons) of some near relative or friend, and that 
the deceased person left a young daughter in a des- 
titute condition, and asking fer money to send the 
daughter to the United States. The Minister states 
that upon investigation he finds that without ex- 
ception these letters were written with the inten- 
tion of swindling the persons inthe United States 
to whom they were addressed.

THE KHEDIVE AND HIS MINISTERS 
AGAIN IN CAIRO. 

THE DEPARTURE FROM ALEXANDRIA—ARABI 
PASHA’S ADVICE AND REPENTANCE— 
BAKER PASHA TO REORGANIZE THE 
EGYPTIAN ARMY. 


Catro, Sept. 25.—The Khédive and Sir 
Edward Malet, the British Consul-General, 
arrived here from Alexandria to-day. When 
they left that city the Bengal Lancers es- 
corted them to the railway station. The route 
was lined with troops and the station was dec- 
orated. An English band performed the 
Egyptian national anthem. The members of 
the Ministry came here on the same train. 
The Khédive and his party arrived here at 
8:15 o’clock P. M. They were received at the 
depot by the Duke of Connaught and Gen. 
Wolseley. A detachment of the grenadiers 
was drawn up on the station platform, and 
the Household Cavalry lined the approaches to 
the depot. The Royal artillery fired a salute 
on the arrival of the train, the band of 
the Grenadiers playing an anthem, The Khé- 
dive, the Duke of Connaught, Gen. Wolseley, 
and Sir Edward Malet entered the same car- 
riage and were driven to the Ghezireh Palace. 
The streets through which they passed were 
densely crowded, and were lined by almost all 
the English and Indian troops now here. The 
natives gathered along the route, numbering 
many thousands, gave the Khédive a very 
friendly welcome. All the Ulemas, as well as 
the Sheikh of the El Azhar mosque and the 
Kadi, wers at the depot. 

Gen. Wood has arrived here. It is stated on 
good authority that the Khédive will soon 
issue a decree granting general amnesty to the 
rebels, except about six, who will be tried for 
their lives, being implicated in the massacres 
and conflagration at Alexandria. 

Arabi Pasha says the best thing the English 
could do for Egypt would be to send all the 
Notables and other leading men connected with 
the rebellion out of the country. If they do 
not do so, vengeance will surely be wreaked 
upon them after their departure. Seeing the 
manner in which the British treat their prison- 
ers and the wounded, Arabi says they are a 
great people, and that he is heartily sorry be 
fought them. He asserts that he never thought 
the English would send a large army to assist 
the Khédive, and so was led into the war. He 
denies that he had any communication with 
the Sultan during the war. era Arabi 
Pasha’s papers are written offers of service 
trom French, German, and Russian officers, 
which were all declined. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 25.—The Khédive, 
with the approval of England, has offered to 
Baker Pasha the task of reorganizing the 
Egyptian Army. The latter has accepted the 
task. 

DAMIETTA, Sept. 25,—Abdellal Pasha, Sulei- 
man Bey, and several of their associates have 
been sent to Cairo as prisoners under a mili- 
tary guard. 

ALEXANDRIA, Sept. 25.—The Government 
proposes to establish a municipality here, in 
which Europeans will be represented. 

LONDON, Sept. 26.—An Alexandria corre- 
spondent, commenting onthe circumstance of 
Sir Edward Malet riding in the same carriage 
with the Khédive to the railway station, yes- 
terday morning, says this is the first time in 
Egyptian history that such a special honor 
has been accorded to a foreign Consul on a 
state occasion. The correspondent reports that 
flags were displayed yesterday in Benha, Tan- 
tah, and Damanhour in celebration of the 
Khédive’s return to Cairo. A Cairo ccrre- 
spondent estimates that 150,000 persons wit- 
nessed the Khédive’s entry into that city ves- 
terday. He states that at the house of M. de 
Lesseps there was no display of bunting nor 
any decoration whatever.

THE CONDITION OF IRELAND. 
MR. DILLON RBTIRING FROM POLITICS— 


EVICTIONS AND ARRESTS OF SUSPECTS. 

DuB.ry, Sept. 25.—The Freeman’s Jour- 
nal states that Mr. Dillon will retire from Par- 
liament. Mr. Dillon, in a letter announcing 
his retirement, attributes the step to ill-health, 
and says it will not be possible for him to take 
any part in Irish politics for the next few 
years. 

Six more men, nearly all released suspects, 
have been arrested in connection with the 
murder of the Huddys, at Lough Mask. The 


Police claim that there is distinct evidence 
against three of them, in consequence of in- 
tormation elieited during the examination of 
Kerrigan, who is held for the same crime. 

A conference of Irish Nationalists will meet 
here on Oct. 17. The sessions will be private. 
Toward the end of the year there will be a 
great Irish National Convention to review the 
position and condition of the country. The 
delegates to the convention are to be elected by 
the people. A scheme bas been propounded by 
Mr. Davitt for the formation of a gigantic or- 


ranization, whose leading objects will 
9 the improvement of the social and 
political condition of tho Irish, and 
the prevention of emigration from _ Ire- 
land by obtaining profitable employ- 
ment for laborers and_ evicted ten- 
ants. The scheme will be discussed at 
the convention of the Irish Nationalists. 


Mr. Parnell refuses to sanction the project, on 
the ground that the formation of such an or- 
ganization would be impossible under the ex- 
isting Coercion act. Messrs. Egan, Dillon, 
Brennan, and Kettle desire discussion on the 
subject. 

Lonvon, Sept. 25.—Tnhe military and Police 
of County Mayo have evicted 50 families dur- 
ing the last few daysin the Barony of Erris, 
and the people have been ordered not to shelter 
them. 

CASHEL, Sept. 25.—A movement has been 
started here to endeavor to induce Mr. Dillon 
to reconsider his determination to retire from

MAYOR HARRISON IN THE FIELD. 








NOMINATED BY THE DEMOCRATS OF THE 
THIRD DISTRICT, CHICAGO. 

CuricaGco, Sept. 25.—As already foreshad- 
owed in these dispatches, the Democrats of theThird 
District are bent on running Carter H. Harrison, 
Mayor of Chicago, for Congress, and he was to-day 
nominated by acclamation by the Third District 
Democratic Convention. This nomination, how- 
ever, is not conclusive, as there is a quarrel in the 
Democratic ranks as to the legality or this conven- 
tion. The County Central Committee, which is 
the regular Democratic machine, assumes the 


authority to call the Congressional conventions, 
while the several district committees deny such 
right. To-day’s convention was calle by 
the District Committee, but tke County 
Committee will also call a convention for 
the Third District. If the latter should also nomi- 
nate Mayor Harrison he would undoubtedly ac- 
cept and make the race against Davis, the Republi- 
can nominee. The Mayor to-day in speaking of 
the action of the convention said he would not 
now accept, but in a contingency which he would 
not name, but which is well understood to be the 
ratification of this nomination by the second con- 
vention yet to be held. he would feel compelled to 
accept. There is hardly a doubt that such will be 
the action of the second convention, and that 
Mayor Harrison will take the field in a 
district which gave Garfield 4,000 majority. His 
hope of election is based upon‘the wide-spread Re- 
publican dissatisfaction at the methods which 
George R. Davis employed to secure the Republi- 
ean nomination, and upon the assurance given by 
large numbers of influential Republicans that they 
will support Harrison if he becomes a candidate. 
The Mayor pereeives that to carry a strong Republi- 
can district would give.him a tremendous boom for 
the United States Senatorship, and he is even sus- 
pected of looking so far into the future as 1884, 
and of regarding himself asa Presidential possi- 
bility. But the Third District remains to be car- 
ried. Harrison can eome nearer carrying it than 
any living Demoerat, but that he can overcome a 
Republican majority of 4,000, even allowing for a 
considerable Republican disaffection, is by most 
Republicans, and not a few Democrats, regarded as 
extremely improbable.

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CHICAGO MARK#ZIS STEADIER. 
PRODUCE LESS ACTIVE AND SHOWING NO 
SPECIAL FEATURES. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 25.—Twelve ears of corn, ag- 
gregating a weight of 26 pounds, were received to- 
day from Nashville, by Matthews & Ball. The 
sender says that Tennessee will have 50,000,000 
bushels of corn to sell off this crop, and that plenty 
of it will be ready to grade by the middle of Octo- 
ber. It was remarked to-day that no one but a 
genuine philanthropist would ship wheat at pres- 
ent prices, when he could make 8 cents to 
5 cents per bushel more by selling it 
on the Chicago markets. Perhaps so; but, 
then, if it were sold here it might 
depress the price to a point where it would inter- 
fere with the success of another operation which 
is of more importance than the loss of a few cents 
per bushel on a few cargoes of wheat. It now 
looks as if the receipts would be large during this 
week, as a great manv holders are anxious to reep 
the advantage offered by the parties who are pay- 
ing a big September premium. The difference 
amounted to very nearly 10 per cent. on ’Change 
to-day. A cargo of 16,000 bushels of ryg was sold 
here on Saturday afternoon for direct shipment to 
Antwerp. The price paid is not stated, but is un- 
derstood to have been very close to the basis of 
59% cents per bushel, in store here. 

‘The leading produce markets were less active to- 
day, and generally steadier. There was arather 
sharp pressure to fill September shorts on wheat 
which resuited in a material advance, but there 
was not much change in other futures. Corn was 
rather firm, but tame, except a fair shipping de- 
mand for rejected. Oats were dull ud sauen. 
barley averaged easier,and rye was unchanged. 
There was less demand for pork and lard, and 
they fell off a little in the forenoon, 
but reacted. Meats were stronger, especially on 
the near futures. Regular wheat was quite irregu- 
lar. This month was more active, and advanced 
144 cents, while;next month advanced % cent, but 
fell back without much doing, and the longer 
futures were sluggish. There was, however, a 
little more doing for November delivery. London 
and Liverpool were called “‘dull and heavy” and 
our receipts were large, including ‘600 car-loads, 
with the prospect of much heavier arrivals dur- 
ing the remaining days of this week, to fill Sep- 
tember contracts. It is understood that St. 
Louis parties are sending in all the wheat 
for which they can obtain transportation, 
the premium of now nearly 10 eents per bushel 
being a great stimulus to efforts, but this wheat is 
not weighing heavily on the market as it is about 
all being taken by one firm, and arrangements are 
made to ship it out nearly as fast as it is received, 
there being no prospect of profit on holding it in 
store here. The existence of such a big premium 
of this month tended to make the bears slow in 
selling tutures, though New-York was quoted dull. 

Corn was steadier and less active, the market for 
this month advanced 14 cent and fell back 34 cent, 
while October declined % cent, then improved 1 
cent, and closed nearly the same on Saturday. 
There was less shipping demand, except for re- 
jected, that grade being wanted fully as much as 
offered.

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ACCIDENTS AT AN EXPOSITION. 
PitTsBURG, Sept. 25.—Shortly after 9 o’clock 
to-night the west gallery of the exposition build- 
ing gave way, and a number of persons, with a 
plano and twe organs, were precipitated to the 
floor beneath, a distance of 30 feet. Seven persons 


were injured, but none fatally. One of the organs 
was completely demolished, and the other instru- 
ments were badly damaged. 

At about the same hour another accident oc- 
curred outside of the building by which two per- 
sons were seriousiy hurt. A large crowd had 
gatbered to seo a display of fire-works, and about 
30 persons were standing on a temporary shed 
used for stock, when it fell, and the crowd 
was thrown to the ground. Mrs. Crawfora, of 
Connellsville, Penn., was most seriously hurt. 
Her head was cut, her back sprained, and she was 
otherwise injured. Her husband was also badly 
hurt about the head and face. Those injured by 
the falling of the gallery are as follows: C. H. Tay- 
lor, of Wheeling, West Va., had his back hurt and 
face cut; Barbara Shaw, of Allegheny City, had 
both arms broken and her head severely gashed;

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DEATH IN THE MINE. 
FATAL ACCIDENTS IN PENNSYLVANIA AND 
MARYLAND—THREE LIVES LOST. 

WILKESBARRE, Sept. 25.—This morning the 
Dodson shaft, operated by the Plymouth Coal Com- 
pany, in Plymouth, was the scene of a disastrous 
explosion of gas, by which two men, Thomas 
Capes, fire boss, and John Race, miner, were in- 
stantly killed and Henry Barnes, miner, so badly 
burned that doubts are expressed of his recovery. 
It seems that on Sunday night several breasts of 
the upper vein caved in, and yesterday morning 
about 4 o’clock three more gave way. Asa result 
of this the ventilation in that part of 
the mine was greatly impeded, and the 
gas colleeted in considerable quantities. About 
6 o’clock yesterday morning the boss entered the 
mine with a naked light, and a fearful explosion 
occurred. The fire boss and Race were instantly 
killed and Barnes severely burned. The explosion 
caused a further ‘* cave in,’’ and about 10 o’clock 


this morning a large strip of ground in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the breaker and along the line of 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Road 
sank about three feet, while for the space of near- 
ly an acre on each side of the track the ground 
was covered with cracks and crevices reaching on 
the one side almost to the main street in the town. 

Trains were delayed for some time, and it was 
not until 2 o’clock P. M. the trains were suffered 
to pass without unloading the passengers. Imme- 
diately after the explosion the mules were taken 
out of the mines. Some difficulty was experienced 
in getting out the last four on account of the ac- 
cumulation of gas caused by stoppage of the ven- 
tilation. The bodies of the two men were 
removed at 7:30 this morning, and it is said 
that it was only with great difficulty and 
danger that they could be reached. During 
the afternoon it was stated by one of the 
operators that as the sinking of the surface had 
not been gradual, but the whole spaee had gone 
down at once, there would be no further “‘ cave in.”’ 
The miners, however, told a very different tale. It 
was the opinion of many that the worst was yet to 
come, They said that the mine was still * work- 
ing,’ and that near the foot of the shaft a “cave 
in’ might be expected at any moment. Much ex- 
citement was manifested in the town concerning 
the accident, and hundreds of people visited the 
scene of the disaster, while around the breaker the 
men and boys employed therein collected in groups 
and speculated on the probable corsequences. 

The accident was attributed to the carelessness 
of the fire boss, who had entered the workings 
with a naked light knowing that several breasts 
had caved in, and that the ventilation was conse- 
It was the opinion of many of 
the miners that work could not be commenced for 
several days—perhaps weeks. It is impossible at 
present to say what the extent of the disaster 
may be. 


CUMBERLAND, Md., Sept. 25.—A heavy fall 
of roof-coal occurred this morning at 8 o’clock in 
the Kingsland Mine of the Maryland Coal Company 
at Lonaconing. Four miners, including the mine 
boss, William Byers, were buried under the coal. 
The fall was caused by a mine car jumping the 
track and knocking the props out. All the men 
have been taken out. The only man killed was 
James Brebaney, aged 25. The injured are William 
syers, Theodore Cook, and William Jones, who 
are more or less cut and bruised, but it is thought 
all will recover.

134 West Baltimore-street, was cutting off the cou- 
pens of a number of Columbus and Greenvlile 
Railroad bonds in the Cashier’s room ot the Bank 
of Baltimore, two men entered the room, one of 
whom engaged the Cashier in conversation in ref- 
erence to the purchase of Baltimore and Ohio 
bonds. When through, he started to leave the 
room, and the other man seized a package of the 
bonds containing $12,000 worth, and the two menran 
down the stairs and made their eseape. It is not 
thought the bonds will be negotiated, as banks and 
brokers have been notified throughout the country. 

At the Post Office, this morning, a man at- 
tempted to snatch a package containing $3,500 in 
money from the messenger of the Farmers and 
Merchants’ Bank, but he held on so successfully 
that the fellow let go and made his eacape.

They were dis- 
covered by the guard on the prison wail, who fired 
two shots at them, killing one and wounding an- 
other. Two others were captured, and dogs are 
now trailing the fifth. This is the third attempt at 
escape made at this prison this week. Out ot nine 
who attempted to escape one has been killed, two 
have been wounded, and five recaptured.

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THE STRUGGLHS OF LABOR. 
LOCOMOTIVE ENGINEERS’ STRIKE AVERTED— 
LASTERS AND GLASS-WORKERS. 

Sr. Louis, Sept. 25.—The differences be- 
tween the locomotive engineers on the Gould rail- 
roads and the officials of that system have been 
amicably settled and a strike prevented. P. M. 
Arthur, Grand Chief Engineer of the Brotherhood 
of Engineers, and a special committee of the Engi- 
neers’ Convention, which is in session here, had a 
long conference with General Manager Talmage 
this noon, and the following schedule of wages 
was agreed upon: Three and a half eents per 
mile for passenger engineers and 4 cents 
per mile for freight engineers; 100 miles er less to 
constitute a day's work, and all over 100 miles to 
be paid for at the same rate; engireers running 
pushers to receive $90 per month, switch engineers 
ee) go month; all detentions over two hours to be 
paid for at the rate of 85cents per hour. These 
terms are somewhat under the original demands, 
but the engineers seem to be very well satisfied 
with them. It was further agreed that no engi- 
neer shall be discharged without a fair, impartial 
investigation, provided the engineer first submits 
his case in writing to the proper officers of his 
road, and if found innocent he is to receive half- 
pay for the time lost during the investigation. 


Boston, Sept. 25.—About 50 boys employed 
at the Umion Glass-works. at Somerville, struck 
this forenoon for higher pay. They have been 
receiving 54 cents a **move’’ and demand 62 cents. 
The company refuses to pay the increase, and says 
their places can be readily filled. 

BIDDEFORD, Me., Sept. 25.—The lasters in 
L. H. Day’s shoe factory here struck at noon to- 
day for higher wages, necessitating the shutting 
down of the whole factory. The strikers are fol- 
lowing the directions of the Lasters’ Protective 
Union, and strikes will follow in all the other fac- 
tories unless their demands are acceded to. The 
factories cannot be closed without great loss ensu- 
ing, and the demands of the strikers will probably 
be granted or some compromise made.

THE NEW-JERSEY FLOODS 


A VAST AMOUNT OF DAMAGE 70 
PUBLIC AND PRIVATE PROPERTY. 
BRIDGES SWEPT AWAY—BREAKS IN STREETS 
—HOUSES FLOODED AND DOCKS SUB- 
MERGED—SCHOONERS TORN FROM THEIR 
MOORINGS—THE DAMAGE ALL ALONG 

THE LINE. 

The partial clearing away of the storm in 
New-Jersey, whieh has permitted a survey of those 
portions of the State visited by the deluge, shows 
that the first reports were in no wise exaggerated. 
If anything the extent and amount of the damage 
was understated. In Hudson County there is 
little to add to what has already been reported. 
A great deal of inconvenience was suffered by 
persons whose houses were flooded in Jersey City, 
Hoboken, and the northern part of the county, 
but there were no casualties in either of thosd 
places. In the former there have been a great 
many breaks in the streets, and it is estimated 
that it will require from $10,000 to $12,000 to re 
store them to their condition before the storm. 
This would not of itself be a matter of much impor 
tance fora city of the size and wealth of Jersey 
City, but, unfortunately, the appropriations for tha 
year having been fixed, and no provisions having 
been made for suet a contingency, the Board of 
Works is without funds to make the repairs. Ata 
meeting held yesterday Chief Engineer Sites re- 
ported that 100 breaks had been found, and hea 
expected his men would discover more. He rec- 
ommended that the Board of Finance be requested 
to make an immediate extra appropriation of $10, 
000 in order that the sewers may be repaired af 
once, 80 as to afford relief to householders in thé 
flooded districts, and who were yesterday vainly 
trying to pump the water out of their basements. 
The only damage done to the reservoir at Jersey 
City was the breaking down of a partition wall be- 
tween the old and new sections, which was so 
speedily discovered as to enable the authorities ta 
prevent any further damage from that source. \ 

In Newark the damage is chiefly confined to the 
wasbing out of streets and the flooding of houses 
and sewers. Sussex-ayenue and Stone and Broad 
streets and the Gulley road suffered most severely. 
Almost the entire road-bed of the latter was swept 
away, and several tons of earth and stone from it 
and the hill above were swept into the Passaic. 
The new wall of the Mount Pleasant Cemetery 
was torn down and the foundations laid bare 
and undermined. The bursting of the Mill 
Brook sewer caused serious damage to the Hay 
Market and to Court and Bergen streets. Owing 
to the swollen state of the Passaic the schooners 
Henry A. Taber and Mary Riley were torn from 
their moorings and dashed agalnst the new Fre« 
Bridge with such force as to break the railings, 


while the boom of the latter was jammed over thi¢ 
bridge and so firmly fastened that it could not be 
moved from its position. It is so fixed that only 
one wagon can pass at a time, and, as a 
consequence, there is much delay to travek 
In Halsey and West Kinney streets the houses were 
badly flooded, and to heighten the trouble it waa 
yesterday discovered that the receiving basins wer4 
filled with sand. Unless they can be cleared at onca 
still greater damage will resuit. Numerous othes 
streets were flooded but the same story answers 
for allofthem. Work on the Breintnall property 
improvements was suspended yesterday, a large 
lake having formed in the cut. Nearly all the docks 
along tthe river-front are submerged, so that 
vessels find it impossible to land their cargoes, and 
at the factories along the river the fires have been 
extinguished and in many of them work has been, 
entirely suspended. The district surrounding 
Belleville and Third-avenue is submerged, and 
much indignation was manifested by the people 
thereabout, it being freely charged that the 
City Government had by its carelessness and 
inadequate performance of its work rem 
dered such a condition of affairs possible 
The failure to open Van Wagener-street Is particu: 
larly censured. Belleville is so badly inundated 
that communication cannot be had with the New 
ark Water-works save by boat. The roadways 
have been almost washed out,and business sus 
pended in the numerous factories of the village, 
Scarcely anything was visibie along the railroad 
but the top of the fence by which it is bordered. In 
the engine-room of the water-works the waiter 
reached to within five inches of the fires yesterday, 
and the men were compeli'ed to work in the watei 
at much discomfort and serious loss of time. The 
flood poured through the room asif it had been a 
slu'ceway. The floodinthe river was greatly in- 
creased by the breaking of four dams on the Ram: 
apo River, near Paterson. Seventy-five feet oi 
solid masonry surrounding the basin of the reser- 
voir went down with a crash, and disappeared be- 
neath the water as if by magic. The Jersey City 
Water-works, opposite, were filled with water, 
every room being navigable for boats of consider: 
able size. All the boat-houses along the river for 
almost its entire length were flooded to theirsecond- 
story windows. Wigwam Brook, at West Orange, 
over which one might ordinarily leap, was swellen 
to the size of ariver. At Tory Corner there is 4 
dam, but over this the water soon poured in a tor 
rent, and soon Wigwam Valley was converted inte 
a lake with a uniform depth of four feet. Several 
streets of West Orange were badly washed, bui 
fortunately the dam withstood the pressure, and 
no further damage was done. East Orange was 
fiooded by the giving way of adam at Doddtown, 
but no serious damage resulted save the breaking 
of two arches of the Washington-avenue bridze. 
At Irvington a bridge on Summit-avenue was badly 
shaken, and a large ice-house on Drake’s Pond was 
overturned. Meteorological records show that 13 
inches of water on the level fell from Wednesday 
noon up to Saturday. and that no suck storm has 
been known in Essex County in 40 years. No esti- 
mate ean be made of the money damage inflicted, 
and, all things considered, it is somewhat remark: 
able that so few lives should have been lost. 

At New-Brunswick the college boat-house was 
carried away, and all the college chib’s boats were 
destroyed, except one barge. The damage to the 
lower section of the city is estimated at over 
$100,000. A wooden bridge 60 feet long was 
wrecked at Kinkora, on the Amboy Division of the 
Pennsyivania Railroad, where the wash-out oo 
curred on Saturday. 

It was yesterday morning before the Passai¢ 
River, at Paterson, N. J., began to subside, having 
risen 11 feet since the beginning of the storm at 4. 
A. M.onthe 2ist. From that hour untill A. M. 
yesterday the total rain-fall was 17.90 inches. This 
is the heaviest rain-fall on record in Paterson, and 
the greatest rise in the river inthe same time dur- 
ing the past 70 years. Assoonas the river began 
to fail there was a great feeling of relief among the 
mill-owners and residents along the river. The 
fall has been so slight thus far that several of the 
streets and many of the mills along the river are 
still flooded. Someofthe largest mills were un 
able to run yesterday from this cause, and in 
other cases hundreds of the empioyes were not 
able to get from their homes to work, theiz 
houses being isolated by the water. The gates 
of Beattie’s dam, at Little Falls, having given 
way on Sunday afternoon let down an immensa 
body of water from the country 20 miles back, but 
the dam itself stands the strain with perfeet stolid: 
ity. It was rebuilt and raised eight or ten 
feet 10 or 12 years ago and built with 
great strength. The gateway of the mais 
raceway of the Society for Establish 
ing Useful Manufactures, at Paterson, showed signs 
of breaking yesterday, but prompt means weré 
taken to sustain it, and it is now thought it will 
stand. If it should break the whole body of the 
river would be precipitated down Spruce-streei 
into Market and adjacent streets, and incalculable 
loss would be inflicted upon all the locomotive 
works and other miils in the vicinity. The back 
race of the society did bulge ont yesterday after 
noon, bear Van Houten-street, about 18 inches, and 
the mills alomg there were stopped about 3 o’clock 
on account of the danger of the raceway breakin 
away. The damage tothe streets and sewers o 
Paterson from this storm is roughly estimated 
at $50,000; to the county bridges about as 
much more; to mill-owners — another 
$50,000, and to private property probably $25,000 or 
$50,000. The total damage in the county will not 
be less than $200,000. Two oi the bridges crossing 
the Ryerson Pond at Pompton were washed away. 
A new iron bridge at Lower Preakness, near Sand- 
ford’s race-ceurse, was carried off the abutments. 
Several of the bridges along the Wanawue Rivor, 
above Pompton, were either carried off their sup- 

orts or so badly damaged that they will have to 
ve rebuilt. The roads all through the county are 
badly washed out. Littl¢ Falls village. four miles 

from Paterson, is cut off from the city by all the 
| usual routes, andeven the roundabout road via 
the Great Notch is at present impassabie. It is 
the same with several other villages above Pater 
son. Travel was resumed yesterday overthe New: 
York, Susquehanna and Western Railroad, and 
local trains were run with much regularity. 
Inquiry at the several towns along the line of the 

New-York and Long Branch Railroad shows that 

they have been especially fortunate in escapins

Spring and Summer, and the old single track 
alone is traveled over. Landslides bave 
occurred at some points along the road, but 
forees of men have been put to werk clearing 
away the accumulated earth, and the road 
has been kept reasonably clear. The eollapse 
of the oulvert at Kahway, into which a locomotive 
and several freight cars were plunged on Saturday 
night, at the coat of two lives, blocks travel on the 
spur between Rahway and Amboy, and the train 
over the Pennsylvania branch of the road aré 
switched off st Elizabeth to the main line of the 
Central, and then run down the shore. ‘The 
wrecked cars still lie in a mass in the culvert. 

The waters of Statem Isiand Sound and Raritan 
Bay nearly reach the ties of the bridges across 
« them. aud the flood has made Chacseauakes ime 
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a navigable stream without the aid of a Congres- 
sional appropriation. The trestles that carry the 
road over Mattawan Creek and the adjacent low 
Jands are mistrusted, and all trains pass over them 
with becoming slowness. At Rahway the body of 
Jobn Wilson, who, as reported in yesterday's 
TIMES, was standing on the Monroe-street bridge 
over the Rahway near where it gave way on Sun- 
day, was taken from the débris yesterday morning. 
It was found that one of his legs had been torn 
from his body and that he had been otherwise hor- 
ribly mangled. With him at the time were Stewart 
Marsh and Henry Gabriel. Gabriel and Wilson 
‘went down with the structure, but a favorable 
weep of the torrent carried Gabriel to the shore. 
‘Wilson’s rubber coat caught in some of the débris 
and his friends seized him by the arm, but the cur- 
rent proved stronger than they, and he was carried 
down the river and buried in the wreck of the 
bridge. He leaves a widow and 10 ckildren. 

Henry Stuckert and his son attempted to stem 
the tide at Klizabeth-ave.w_ sa their rockaway on 
Sunday evening. They were swept off by the cur- 
rent, and the older man was ianded ww ,, tree-top, 
where he cried lustily for help fur w.ours, and wes 
finally rescued. His son escay..’ .o the shore. The 
horse, also, was rescued, vut the rockaway was 
left to oat away. Several barns and the vcbris of 
broken bridges were swept against the Elizabeth- 
evenue bridge. The county authorities, fearing 
they would make sbort work of the bridge, 
ordered them burned. The work was done with 
the aid of kerosene oil, and the Fire Department 
— on hand to see that no further damage was 

one. 

So faras reported 22 bridges in Union County 
have been wholly or partially wrecked. They are 
the property of the county. The Director of the 
Freeholders i3 making an estimate of the amount 
required to repair the damages. To replace this 
property alone not less than $500.000 will be re- 
quired. Suchan amount eannot go into the tax 
Jevy of any one year, and it will be necessary to 
bond the county to cover the expense. The thing 
that makes this necessity particularly unfortunate 
is that the county tax is largely to be collected 
from the two cities of the county that are already 
bankrupt. 

Little damage has been done to property at Long 

jranch, In some places the village streets have 
been badly washed out. No damage has been 
dione to the bluff, as was reported, as the surf has 
not been unusually heavy. It was expected that 
the track of the New-Jersey Southern Railway 
between Sea Bright and Sandy Hook would be 
badly damaged by the high water, but it escaped 
all injury. 

TrENTON, N. J., Sept. 25.—The water in the 
Assinpink Creek nas been slowly falling since last 
night and has now fallen about eight feet, No 
further damage has been done except the sweep- 
ing away of some barns and stables near the mouth 
of the creek, in the rear of Assinpink block. The 
trains on the Pennsyivania Railroad to New-York 
nre now run from the Clinton-street station, the 
first leaving at 10:08 A. M. Those for Broad-street 
nud Kensington, Philadelphia, are run from 
South Trenton station, and connection be- 
tween the two stations is made by coaches, in 
which passengers for either place are transferred. 
The tracks for half a mile south of the Clinton- 
street station were torn up and the rails twisted 
and bent in all manner of curious shapes. The 
ticket office, the waiting-rooms, and telegraph 
offices, as well as the store-rooms and stand of the 
Union News Company, were flooded. A quantity 
of tickets was destroyed, baggage was injured, 
and the books and papers of the News Company 
were rendered wortnless. Trains are being dis- 
patched witbout regard to the schedule. The 
mails are received and dispatched by way 
of the Bound Brook Railroad, and _ to- 
night no mail was received from New-York 
or the East. No work was done to-day and proba- 
bly none will be done unt:!l Wednesday at the roll- 
ing mill, Star Rubber Works, Wilson's mill, or 
Whitebead’s. The body of young Christopher has 
not yet been recovered. None of the buildings 
which were considered to be in danger on Sunday 
night have fallen, but they will require much re- 
pairing before they are safe. The cause of the un- 
usual freshet is attributed to a break in the Dela- 
waretand Raritan Canal at Baker's Basin, seven 
mailes from here, between this city and Princeton, 
the water from the Jevel, 10 miles in length, poured 
into he Assinpink Creek. causing it to rise sud- 
denly. The county loss by destroyed bridges will 
amount to $50,000, while the total loss will probably 
foot up to at Jeast $150,000. 


PLAINFIELD, N, J., Sept. 25.—Rain enough 
has fallen here to-day to keep the streams at about 
the same level. It still continues to fall, but not to 
such an extent as to cause any fear of a renewal of 
the freshet. The losses by the floods, not hereto- 
fore detailed, are of J. W, & H. Coddington, ice 
dealers, $10,000; by dams, buildings, and bridges in 
the Notch, $5,000; French Brothers, millers, $1,000; 
the Ohl estate, $2,500. There are hundreds of 
farmers, market gardeners, &o., in the neighbor- 
hood whose losses are singly from $100 to $500, but 
the aggregateof which is enormous. The loss on 
bridges in this city will be about $20,000, and in 
North Plainfield half as much. The loss to the 
owners of the four mills at New-Brooklyn, three 
miles from here, is about $2,500. The mills at New- 
market, also three miles distant, lose $1,000 by a 
break in the dam and the flooding of the mills. It 
will cost $3,000 to replace the bridges 
at Newmarket. The damage to roads 
all through this section of the Counties 
of Middiesex, Union. and Somerset will 
amount to not less than $10,000, the expense of 
which falls upon the cities and townships. The 
bridges are all built and maintained by the coun- 
ties. The fairof the Union and Middlesex Coun- 
ties’ Mutual Agricultural Association, which takes 
place this week, will lose heavily by the ravages of 
the storm, preventing both exhibiturs and 
spectators from getting to and from it. 
All of the persons injured in the ac- 
cident at the Grove-street bridge on Saturday are 
doing well,and it is now believed that all who 
went down with the bridge were rescued, There 
is a rumor to-night that two bodies have been dis- 
covered in the brook at Dunellen, but it cannot be 
traced to an authentic source. Travel about 
the city is greatly impeded by the _  destruc- 
tion of the bridges, only one of which has 
been replaced by a temporary . structure. 
A large force of workmen are engaged 
In removing the wrecked buildings at the Somer- 
set-street bridge, and in securing the safety of 
French's carriage factory, which was badly dam- 
aged by the flood. Thetrains of the Pennsylvania 
and Lehigh Valley Railroads are still running over 
the Central's tracks, and a constant procession of 
trains passes through this city. Four or five trains 
are frequentiy in sight at the same time on the 
straight stretch of track here. Extraordinary pre- 
rautions are being taken to guard against acci- 
dents, 


BorRDENTOWN, N. J., Sept. 25.—The trains 
resumed their travel between this city and Phila- 
delphia this morning. Another slight cave oc- 
curred in the bank at the depot at this place early 
this morning. Workmen were engaged all day 

esterday and last night removing earth and stone 
rom the track. The men were relieved by a fresh 
gang of workmen this morning. A wooden bridge, 
60 feet in length, has been erected near Kinkora, 
on the line of the Amboy division of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, where the wash-out occurred on 


Saturday. 
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TRAINS AND MAILS DELAYED. 
The big storm of last week is being supple- 
mented by a little one, which began yesterday af- 
ternoon and lasted throughout the evening. The 
quantity of rain that fell up to 11 o’clock last night 
was but .25inch, according to the gauge at the Sig- 
nal Service Office in the Equitable Building. The 


probabilities are that the weather to-day will be 
much like that of yesterday—cloudy, with light 
storms throughout the day. 

Most of the railways whose roadbeds were dam- 
aged by washouts during the recent storm 
had been put into running order yesterday. with the 
exception of the Pennsylvania Central, which was 
obliged to run its trains over the Bound Brook 
branch of the New-Jersey Central Railroad. between 
Elizabeth and North Pennsylvania Junction, a sta- 
tion about seven miles this side of Philadelphia, as 
the break caused by the washout at Trenton 
had not been repaired. The repairs were com- 
pleted late last night, and the Pennsylvania Cen- 
tral will begin to run its trains over its own route 
this morning. As a result of being obliged to run 
pver the New-Jersey Central Railway's roadbed 
the through trains on the Pennsylvania Central 

2ailroad were from 40 minutes to two hours late 
during the day. The trains on all the local branches, 
however, came in very nearly on time, and the out- 
going trains, both through and local, started on 
schedule time. The local trains on the New-Jer- 
sey Central Railroad ran on time, but the through 
trains were delayed slightiy by the accommodation 
riven to the Pennsylvania Central. The New-York, 
Take Erie and Western Railroad trains ran on 
scheduie time all day. The through and local trains 
of the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western and 
the Morris and Essex Railroad were run on time, 
with the exception of the Passaic and Delaware 
branch, which runs 15 miles from Summit to Ber- 
nardsville, on the Morris and Essex Division, unon 
which no trains have been run since the storm. 
This branch is not yet repaired, and trains will not 
be run upon it for a day ortwo. Of course, the de- 
Javs to the trains caused delays to the mails. The 
morning mails from the South and South-west were 
two hours late, and the mails from the West were 
slightly delayed. At 100’elock last evening, how- 
ever, all the mails which had been delayed were in. 
The State mails, whieh are brought inover the 


New-York Central and Hudson River Railroad, 
were all on time throughout the dav. 


DAMAGE TO THE RIVERSIDE DRIVE. 


Considerable damage has been done to the 


Riverside Drive by the recent heavy rains, and the 
signs of their disastrous action are plentiful along 
the entire drive from One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth-street down to Seventy-second. The road it- 
self is badly washed out at One Hundred and

REGS NEES 
THE STORM IN LONG ISLAND CITY. 

The occupants of many houses in Long Isl- 
and City were busily engaged all yesterday in 
pumping water from their cellars. Nearly 20 feet of 
the Steinway-Avenue Railroad was washed away. 
The hole caused by the washout is over five feet 


deep along the entire length of the road. In some 
of the lowlands in Astoria the inhabitants were 
compelled to call upon the Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment to pump out the water that had filled the cel- 
lars and basements of their houses. One young 
man named James Reynolds was nearly drowned 
while the storm was at its height in an open lot 
near Broadway, Astoria. Reynolds was trying to 
wade through the fiood, when he suddenly lost his 
footing, and would have been drowned but for the 
arrival of a man named James Cook, who heard 
his cries for help, and waded up to his neck to res- 
cue him. Workmen were engaged yesterday re- 
pairing the track of the Astoria and Hunter’s Point 
Railroad, which was washed away at Dutch Kills 
early Saturday night. A man named Grueba, liv- 
ing in the German settlement, Astoria, lost a num- 
ber of valuable chickens through the flooding of 
his chicken-bhouse. The roads in the outlying por- 
tions of the city are practically impassable, and it 
will require a vast amount of labor to place them 
in proper repair. 
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THE RAIN-FALL AT THE CROTON DAM. 
Complete returns of the recent rain-fall and 
its effects in the Croton Valley had not been re- 
ceived at the Department of Public Works yester- 


day. The partial reports, however, showed that at 
the Crotonfdam the water before the storm was 18 
inches below the top. Yesterday morning 41 
inches of water was running over the dam, equiva- 
lent in one day to a thirty-five-days’ supply for this 
City. The rain-fall at the dam was 11.26 inches, 
while at the reservoir in Central Park the fall was 
13.18 inches. The storm caused one or two wash- 
outs along the Croton pipe line, and the pipe was 
broken at Tenth-avenue and Seventy-third-street, 
but no damage was done that could not be quickly 
and cheaply repaired. 
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RAIN-FALL STATISTICS. 
The records of the Meteorological Observa- 
tory at Central Park, which beganin 1869, show 
that the recent rain-fall has been greater than at 
any other time in the past 12 years. The Signal 
Service measurement of the total rain-fall is 9.46 
inches up to 11 P. M. Saturday; the Central Park 


Observatory makes it 12.i2 inches to midnight. very 
little rain failing after 11 o'clock. The latter 
measurement in detail is as follows: On Saturday 
night, between Sand 9 o’clock, 2 inches of rain 
fell. For the 24 hours ending at 11 P. M. Saturday 
the Signal Service records a rain-fall of 6.17 inches; 
the Central Park Observatory records 8.28 inches. 
The difference in the two measurements, it was 
suggested at the Central Park Observatory, oc- 
curred in this way: “The rain-measure of this 
observatory is not on so high a building as the 
Equitable Building, and if the Signal Service 
people measure rain on the top of that build- 
ing it may happen that the wind carries off 
some of the rain before it strikes their measure. 
The Signal Service never does report as 
much rain as we do.’’ The records of the 
observatory were carefully searched for heavy 
rain-falls. None were found that equaled that of 
the recent storm. ‘here were very light rain-falls 
in 1873. In 1874 was found the heaviest rain-fall 
that could be compared with the last storm. On 
Sept. 16, 17, and 18, 1874, 7.09 inches fet. This was 
divided up as follows: On Sept. 16, .86; Sept. 17, 
3.28, and Sept. 18, 2.95. No rain of consequence 
fell in 1875. On Maren 25, 1876, 4.25 inches fell. 
From 4:30 A. M.to 12 P. M. on Oct. 4, 1877, there 
was aratn-fall of 4.05 inches. There was no heavy 
rain-fall im 1878; 3.95 inches fell on Aug. 18, 1879. 
There was no heavy rain in 1880 or 1881, nor any 
rain-fall this year that can be compared with last 
week’s storin. 

The Signal Service office makes the following 
return of the heaviest daily rain-fall since 1870in 
each year:

“The recent rain-fall,” says the officer in charge, 
“is the heaviest recorded since the establishment 
of this station, while the amount since the Ist 
inst. has equaled one-third of the average annual 
fail.

KEELHLULING. 
ES ENA 

THE ATROCIOUS CRUELTY OF IT, WITH DE- 

TAILS OF THE RECENT CASE IN EGYPT. 

Recently the war correspondents of the Daily 
Telegraph and the Morning Advertiser, of London, 
called attention to some of the barbarities practiced 
in the name of justice by England’s Egyptian allies, 
the native authorities who remained supporters of 
the Khédive. The Daily Telegraph correspondent 
stated that certain prisoners handed over by the 
English to the Khédivian authorities had been tor- 
tured with the thumb-screw. This was at first de- 
nied. On inquiry it turned outto be true. The 
British authorities made communications to the 
Khédive on the subject, and oraers were given that 
torture (quite common in Egypt, it seems,) was no 
longer to be resorted to. Since then, however, it 
has transpired that the Egyptian authorities for 
certain crimes inflict upon the condemned a pun- 
ishment called ‘‘keelhauling.” The exposure of 
this barbarity by the English press has led to a sug- 
gestion by the English authorities for its abolition, 
and the Khédive has issued an order to put an end 
tothe practice in future. For untamed and dis- 
gusting cruelty ‘“‘keelhauling’ is about the most 
horrible punishment that the depraved mind of man 
could invent. It is described as follows by the 
special correspondent of the London Morning Ad- 
vertiser, who was an eye witness of a scene which 
offers a ghastly illustration of tho kind of people 
the English were fighting for and against: 


‘* Yesterday I tried to write a description of a 
most horrible sight. It was so revoltingly cruel, so 
barbarous, so infamously brutal, that I gave it uP; 
Still, it is right that the people of England should 
know what sort of people even the friendly 
Egyptians are, and therefore this story of how two 
men were kKeelbauled from on board the Mehemet 
Ali, a man-of-war of the native service. [ had 
heard accidentally that the punishment was to be 
inflicted upon two sailors—one a fireman from the 
Khédive's yacht, the otber a sailor. Their offense 
was one of those unnamable crimes, which, by the 
way, do not take a place as crimes in most Ottoman 
countries. Anchored just near the Mehemet Ali 
was the Sumatra, an Italian mail ship, on board 
which I had been a passenger a month or 80 
ago, and from her maintep one could look down on 
the Mehemet Ali and see both sides of her, as well 
as her decks. Just before noon the men were 
brought on deck pinioned with their arms behind 
their backs, their hands befere them, and ankle- 
irons confining their feet so that they could 
barely walk. The crew of the ship had been called 
on deck. ‘The officers stood on the starboard side, 
the crew on the port, the victims at the mainmast. 
Tue officers were in the flaunting dress of their 
service, the men wore their cutlasses. An officer 
read the findings—at least that was what we sup- 
posec they were—of the court martial. This was a 
ong and protracted ceremony. When he had 
done some seamen went aloft and made fast 
to the mainstay near the mast two_ blocks. 
From these they rove two stout lines in 
differont directions. These were carried over the 
side of the ship and weighted with a sounding- 
lead about 40 feet from the end. ‘Then the lines 
were carried around the stern of the ship and 
brought forward, the leads sinking them under the 
keel. After that they were hauled on board, the 
leads detached, the two men were tied side by 
side, and both ropes made fast to them, one rope 
being tied to the waist of one, the other rope 
around the shoulders of the other. Tho arrange- 
ment of the tackles was to drag the men under the 
ship from either side by hauling on the fall or run- 
ning end of the rope that fell from the leading 
blocks on the mainstay. These ropes, to enable 
the hauling parties to ‘walk away,’ were lea 
through a snatech-block on the deck. The crew 
were then divided, half of them put to each rope, 
and the two wretches, being led to the side, were 
shoved overboard ‘They both screamed as they 
fell into the water, and as the distance from the 
gangway to the surface was quite 14 feet, they 
must have been more or less hurt. 

**But this was only the beginning of their mis- 
eries. The men on one side hauled taut the rope 
underneath the ship, and then the order to ‘walk 
away’ wasgiven. ‘The band played a solemn tune, 
something like the ‘Carnival of Venice’ in move- 
ment, except the tune was changed, and stamp, 
stamp, stamp, Went the men. Wesaw the two 
wretches go under, and then the only movement 
was the ropes going through their blocks, oue side 
paying out the other coming in, but slowly. We 
had no measurement of the ship, but as the rope 
acted directly—that is, there were po moving 
blocks—the distance around the bottom was exact- 
ly that covered by the men as they waiked the deck 
drawing the rope behind them. Thus we were 
able to make some estimate of the distance, 
and we caleulated it at 50 feet from surface to 
surface. Presently the two victims appeared on the 
otherside. They were hauled quite out of the water, 
and tke rope by which they were hoisted was 
made fast and coiled up ready to pay out again. 
An officer—probably a doctor—went down and ex- 
amined them. The one upon whom the strain of 
the rope had fallen was apparently lifeless. His 
face was turned toward us: it was bleeding and 
torn; his clothes were hanging iu shreds, and his 
hands were dripping with biood. His eyes were 
open, but they seemed to be filled with blood. the 
ship's bottom, covered with barnacles, rasped upon 
the voor devils like nails, The other man seemed 
to be conscious, His back, as he hung in the air, 
was toward us, but he moved his head, we thought, 
and apparently to beg for mercy. Evidently the 
ofticer reported them still alive. for when he,had 
come on deck again the two men were lowered 
into the water, and the crew manning tbe rope 
that led up from the other side marched away 
with it, and omce more the victims disappeared. 
From the time they went under the surface of 
the water until they reappeared at the other 
side of the ship was just 2% seconds. It 
seemed to us to have been an hour. The 
first frightful journey had terminated by their 
being scratched and torn; at the end of the second 
they were mutilated. The nose of one wretch was 
torn almost away. one ear was gone, and the 
shreds of the clothing he had worn clungto him 
only where they were held by his bonds. He was 
blood literally from head to foot, His companion's 
condition was equally horrible. This time they 
were hoisted up tothe railand swungon board. 
Then we could see something of theaction of this 
barbarous punishment, for they were not held off 
the side, but were scraped up along the skip, 
striking against the ringbolts, the chains, and 
every cruel obstruction until they swung in free 
over the deck. Then they were lowered down and 
released. They were both unconscious, probably 
even then dead. It maybe honed they were. 
Death must bave been a welcome release. An in- 
quiry as to the facts made on board the ship 
elicited the reply that it was not 2 matter of pub- 
lic concern. Nevertheless we were oftered coffee 
and cigarettes. It is needlessto say that we did 
not accept either. For my part I should have 
rather seen the entire ship's company shot than 
accepted any hospitality at the hands of its ofii- 
cers."’

A NEW-YORKER DROWNEDIN MINNESOTA.

Mr. Walter A. Turnbull, of New-York City, 
passed through this city yesterday on asorrowful 
trip home with the remains of his brother, P. 
Pinekney Turnbull, who was drowned at Heron 
Lake, Minnesota, Wednesday forenoon. The 
brothers were hoping to benefit their health by a 
hunting excursion into the wilds of Dakota, but 
were induced to stopover at Heron Lake for a 
day's shooting. Pinckney went out upon the lake 
in asmall boat, with an 11-year-old boy for bis only 
companion, while Walter remained on shore. They 
were enjoying fine sport, when Walter suddenly 
noticed there was oniy one person in the boat, and 
afew moments later the boy paddled ashore, and 
excitedly told how Pinckney had failen out of the 
boat and bad drowned. Walter burriedly rowed 
out, and finding the body of his brotherin about 
four feet of water, lifted it into the boat, made for 
the shore, and there did all in his power to resuscl- 
tate him. Failing in this he drove with the body 
to Heron Lake station, only a short distance 
away, and there several doctors worked for some 
time upon the body, but without any effect. It 
was probable, they thought, that the unfortunate 
young mas was already dead trom heart disease or 
something similar when he fell out of the boat into 
tbe water.

THE DEBT OF LOUISIANA. 
From the New- Orleans Picayune, Sept. 22. 


The holders of some $3,000,000 of Louisiana 


consols have thus far accepted the terms offered 


by the State. The acts 76 and 77 of 1882 have 


brought forward only about one-third of the 
creditors, and these, we believe, all reside in 
New-Orleans. It does not scem probable that 
there will be anything like an approach toward au 
adjustment of this vexed question until aftera 
decision is reached in the case of the State of New- 
Hampshire against 


the State of Louisiana, That case 
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be rendered in October. The bondholders have 
nothing to lose by awaiting that decision, and the 
majority of them are very apt to doso. Ifthe 
decision be against the State the interest will be 
restored to 7 per cent., at least there will be a very 
strong probability of getting a better compromise 
than is now offered. If, on the other hand, the 
court declines jurisdiction, or decides directly 
against the bondholders, the terms offered by the 
State are still open and can be aceepted at any 
time, and the interest is being collected and de- 
posited in bank to their credit. These securities 
are held by capitalists who do not particularly 
need the interest, and as the chances ofthe de- 
cision are all in their favor, most of them will, no 
doubt, await the decree.

GOULD’S WESTERN SYSTEM. 


—_—— 
THREATENED STRIKE OF LOCOMOTIVE EN- 
GINEERS, 
From the Cincinnati Enqut ver. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Sept. 22.—The locomotive 
engineers of the Gould system west of the Missis- 
sippi are on the verge of a great strike. Frequent 
meetings have been held of late and a plan of ac- 
tion agreed upon, and a demand made upon the 
management, which, if not complied with, will 
lead immmediately to the abandonment of their 
engines. The demand was formulated some days 


ago, but the non-receipt of a satisfactory reply has 
added greatly to the discontent, and a most anx- 
jous and uneasy feeling prevails among the men. 
So ticklish is tne situation that Arthur, Grand 
Chief Engineer of. the Brotherhood, who lives at 
Cleveland, has been telegraphed for, and will ar- 
rive to-morrow morning. Col. Hoxie being out of 
the city, Mr. Talmage, General Transportation 
Manager, bas acted for the Gould systero. Yester- 
day acommittee of the men waited on Mr. Tal- 
mage, and were chillingly received by that official. 
Mr. Talmage promised to forward his response to 
their demands in writing. To-day the engincers 
held another meeting, none but members of the 
Brotherhood being admitted. 

One of the engineers stated to a reporter the 
case from the engineers’ stand-point. ‘* At pres- 
ent,’’ he said, “* the men are paid according to the 
runs they make. In order to earn living wages 
some of them are compelled to make very long 
runs, as from St. Louis to Texarkana, and thus are 
compelled to lose a great deal of necessary sleep 
and comfort. The average wages donot exceed 
$75 per month. Now, what we want is a change 
in the system. We want to be paid by the day 
instead of aceording to the mileage we make. We 
are in earnest in this business, and shall not back 
down. I think we have the best of the position. 
Suppose Mr. Gould’s representatives refuse to ac- 
cede to our request and we all strike—why, in 
that case they would not be able to operate their 
roads at all. There are not enough locomotive 
engineers in the country to supply the places of 
the strikers.” ‘ 

So far as can be learned the principal demand of 
the engineers is extra pay for extra work. They 
want so many hours fixed as a day’s work, and to 
be paid extra for overtime.

EMELINE LAURENT’ STORY 
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THE SiORY OF THE 

BURGLARY. 

HOW LAWYER ELLIOTT OBTAINED TWO DEEDS 

AND A CAT—MISS LAURENT’S TACT AS 

A WITNESS—MATERIAL POINTS UPON 
WHICH HER MEMORY FAILS HER. 

The examination of Lawyer James H. Elliott 


upon acharge of “suspicion of burglary and lar- 
ceny’’ was begun yesterday in the Yorkville Police 
Court before Justice Kilbreth. The carpeted ex- 
amination-room was crowded with ladies and gen- 
tlemen in most fashionable attire, who were se- 
verely polite to each other. All excepting his 
Honor, the Clerk, and the reporters, wore kid 
gloves, and diamonds sparkled in all parts of the 
room. Miss Emeline Laurent, whose property—a 
deed and a cat—it is alleged, was taken by Lawyer 
Elliott, wore black satin trimmed with white lace, 
a turban covered with feathers of the colors of the 
rainbow, and in her ears were diamonds of the size 
of a hazel-nut. She had a fresh, ruddy complexion, 
notwithstanding the assertion of her friends that 
she had been until yesterday seriously ill for sev- 
eral days. She had engaged Augustus C. Fransioli 
as her lawyer, and ex-Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel Miller eppeared for Lawyer Elliott. 

Miss Laurent was the first witness. She testified 
that she is 24 years of age and that she lives at No. 
56 East Seventy-ninth-street. Lawyer Elliott, she 
continued, forcibly eutered this house, which is a 
two-story frame structure, on the 16th inst., and 


took from her room a deed which was her proper- 
ty. She was ill at the time, having been confined 
to her bed for three days without medical attend- 
ance or food. In faot, she was entirely alone, no 
one having visited her during those three days. 
Lawyer Elliott acted as though he intended to lock 
her in her room, and in order to getrid of him 
quietly and quickly she gave him two contracts, 
one for the purchase and the other for the sale of 
property. Her story was best told in her cross-ex- 
amination by Counselor Miller. She proved to be 
a@ remarkable witness, exacting strict obedience 
to legal etiquette, and calmly and em- 
phatically measuring her replies. When counsel 
proposed during occasions when Justice Kilbreth 
stepped from the room to continue her examina- 
tion, she lay back in her chair and said, with much 
earnestness, “ We will proceed when his Honor 
returns.’’ She informed Counselor Miller that she 
took to herbed on the 18th inst. She had dis- 
charged her servant and was alone in the house. 
During the three following days she did not par- 
take ot food. She did, however, quench her thirst 
with one tablespoonful of black coffee, without 
sugar or milk, on each of those days. The coun- 
selor desired to know whether she had deliber- 
ately set to work to end her life through starva- 
tion, and she quickly replied, **I never said that I 
proposed to do any such thing.”” She was positive 
that no one entered her house during the three 
days excepting James Elliott. At this point Miss 
Laurent’s lawyer announced that one of the wit- 
nesses for the people, a lady, who was ill, desired 
to be heard before a recess was taken, and Miss 
Laurent’s testimony was interrupted so that this 
witness might be called. 

Then Mrs. Mary J. Clark, of No. 58 East Seventy- 
ninth-street, was called. Shoe testified that on the 
morning of the 16th inst. she saw Lawyer Elliott 
enter Miss Laurent’s house bya rear door, and was 
astonished. She saw him when he withdrew from 
the house, and desired an explanation of his con- 
duct in passing through her yard without permis- 
sion. He said that the Madame (meaning Miss 
Laurent) was not at home, but that everything was 
all right. He wanted some papers which she had, 
and had found them. Then the cross-exsmination 
of Miss Laurent was resumed. She identified a 
letter which she had written to Police Captain Gun- 
ner, which was offered in evidence by Counselor 
Miller, The letter was as follows: 


No, 56 East SEVENTY-NINTH-STREET, 


ALLEGED 


Capt. Gunner: 

DEAR Sir: Upon reflection I handed Mr. James E1- 
liott two papers, (deeds.) The one you mention in 
blank was on the taole tothe best of my knowiedge- 
if that deed was found with him he must have ob- 
tained it whilst | went to fetch a basket in which to 
lace the cat. Idid not band him the deeds because 
1e Was my lawyer. Inever engaged him but simply 
to be rid of him, as I was very sick. I strongly deny 
ever having mentioned one name to you. but refused 
to speak about anything except the fact of my house 
having been forcibly entered. James Elliott has done 
ail the talking to the scandal of ies tar Yours, 
&e., E. LAURENT. 

This letter was marked for identification by Jus- 
tice Kilbreth. Miss Laurent was asked whether 
she hadno friends whom she might have notified 
of her illness, and she sighed as she answered, 
“Yes, afew.” She denied that she had any busi- 
ness relations with Lawyer Elliott, and said that she 
looked upon him as an intruder. Counselor Miller 
asked: ** Why then did you, if youlooked upon him 
as an intruder, and one who had no business in your 
house, give him these two contracts |hoiding up 
the documents} which you had:executed?’ Miss 
Laurent’s cheeks flushed as she replied, “ To get 
the miséradle out of my house. I wished to get 
him out at any price. Perhaps $5 might have an- 
swered just as well. I also added that he was not 
to return, that it was useless; that I had nothing 
more to give the people who sent him.”’ Coun- 
selor Miller inquired: ‘*‘Did you own a cat 
on that day?’ and Mrs. Laurent replied, ‘‘I 

id.” “Did you ask this misérable to take 
that cat away?’ was the next question, 
and the witness seemed flurried for the first time. 
She hesitated about making a direct answer, but 
at length said that she remarked to Lawyer El- 
lott, when he stood in her room, “If you can, you 
can take this cat away. Those were my words.”’ 
**Did you give any reason for wishing him to take 
the cat away?’ asked the lawyer. ‘I said,” re- 
plied Miss Laurent, “that as there was jno one in 
the house the cat would not have that attention 
which even a cat needed.” She denied that she 
had had any altercation with Lawyer Elliott, and 
also denied that she gave him any documents be- 
sides the two contracts. She discovered on Satur- 
day after Lawyer Elliott’s visit to her house that 
the door leading from the back parlor into the 
hallway had deen forced open. She answered with 
a slight display of indignation that she never 
told any one that the deed had been stolen, 
When she learned that the deed had been found 
elsewhere, she said that it must have been stolen. 
When questioned concerning conversations with 
Capt. Gunner and Detective Campbell, she insisted 
that her mind was wandering when she talked to 
them, if she taiked at all. She went through so 
much on that Saturday, (the day of the alleged lar- 
ceny,) that she could not remember all. She was 
questioned at length concerning the visit of Lawyer 
Clark, a next-door neighbor, to her house, and said 
that he offered and gave her assistance of various 
kinds, Mr. Clark told her he knew the man who 
entered her house; that be was Lawyer Elliott. Mr. 
Clark had Lawyer Elliott’s card. She was disin- 
clined to discuss the matter, and told Mr. Clark 
that it was positive pain for her to see anybody. 

Lawyer Transioli thought that Counselor Miller 
was trying to intimidate the witness, and Mr. Mil- 
ler, who is a living example of politeness, blushed 
to the roots of his hair as Miss Laurent firmly said, 
‘No, he can’tintimidate me. He speaks in a harsh, 
rude manner.’’ Counselor Miller asked, ** You do 
not wish, l understand, to give the conversation 
that took place between you and Mr. Elliott on 
Wednesday?’ The witness answered, ‘It has no 
bearing upon this case. Ido not wish to give it 
unless required by the court todo so. It was re- 
specting a person who has nothing to do with this 
case, There wss nothing secret so far as 
James Elliott was concerned,’’ The spectators 
in the examination-room expected at this 
time to get at what were said to be very interest- 
ing facts which had been hinted at during the pro- 
ceedings. Counselor Miller inquired, “ You said 
in your direct examination that you said to Mr. 
Elliott when he appeared in your room on Satur- 
day that be ought to be proud of the scandal 
he had brought on. What scandal had he brought 
on?’ ‘* Breaking into my house,” sharply replicd 
the witness, “and causing gossip among my 
neighbors,’’ Counselor Miller returned to the bat- 
tle with, “‘You said in your direct examination 
that you said to Mr. Elliott as soon as he appeared, 
‘You are too impatient; the means I bave ehosen 
are slow.’ What did you mean by that?’ Miss 
Laurent objected to the question and appealed to 
the court for protection. His Honor decided that 
the question should be answered. Then she said, 
“*I was sick at the time; I couldn’t teil you what I 
meant; my mind was a little wandering.”” Coun- 
selor Miller, undismayed by this reply, asked, “Do 
you now know what you meant when you said, 
‘You are too impatient; the means I have chosen 
are slow!’ Miss Laurent answered, “I do 
not.”

A. H. STEPHENS’S WAR RECORD. 


HE EXPLAINS HIS RELATIONS WITH JEFF 
DAVIS AND HOW HE INEFFECTUALLY AD- 
VISED A WAR FUND SHOULD BE RAISED. 

In his recent speech at Macon, Ga., Alex- 
ander H. Stephens, Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor, said: 


“Now, my fellow-eitizens of all classes—those 
who do not understand me—all I ask is, as did 
Themistocles, Strike, but hear me—hear me to: 
night—and then, if you condema me, doso. Now 
it has been said, intimations have been made. that 
my war record was not right. You have heard 
part ef that war record, I hav2 heard in- 
timations, seen it in the newspapers, that 
there was a controversy between Mr. Davis and 
myself which obstructed the success of the Cop 
federate Government and ended in the failure 
of the Confederate cause. I know there is a gen: 
era] misapprehension in the public mind about that 
relation between Mr. Davis and myself. I affirm 
here to-night that there never was an unkind word 
nor an unpleasant word or controversy between Mr, 
Davis and myself from the beginning down. Wé4 
did disagree upon some questions of policy. but 
when I pledged myself to the people of Georgia in 
that secession convention, in a speech you may 
bave read and can now read, that my fortunes in 
weal or in woe should go for my people and my 
State, that pledge has ever and on all ocea- 
sions been thoroughly redeemed. But mark 

ou, whenever I disagreed with the Admin- 
stration of Mr. Davis I went directly to him; 
I never intended to be a chismatist. I submitted 
my views. I saw, or thought I saw, (excuse what 
may seem to be vanity or egotism,) I thought I 
Saw great danger from the superior shipping and 
naval power of the North that our ports might be 
blockaded. My idea was to get the 4,500,000 bales 
of cotton that we then had out and abroad before 
the blockade commenced, by giving the planters % 
cents per pound in 8 per cent. bonds, that would 
have amounted to $200,000,000. By shipping it 
abroad we would have, holding it there in 
Europe at 50 cents a pound, we would 
have a capital of at least $800,000,000. All 
this you will see in my _ speeches. Did 
that look as if there was any infidelity or disloyal- 
ty to the Confederate cause? The policy was not 
adopted. I believe it was afterward admitted. 
Dr. Craven, Mr. Davis’s physician, stated that he 
admitted to him in Fortress Monroe that if that 
policy had been adopted the financial troubles 
would never have occurred, and there might have 
been a change in our cause. Now.I state briefly 
and reverently, that there never was any personal 
controversy or difference between Mr. Davis and 
myseltr, Wediffered upon several questions, but 
never did 1 obstruct nis Administration! Never 
did Ido anything to obstruet our soldiers in tha 
field, but all ~~ labor was devoted to their welfare 
and to their safety, and at my instance three hos- 
pitals were established in Richmond for the com: 
fort and safety of Georgia’s soldiers. [Applause.] 
There may be some here. Nay, did I not visit 
them, and my own house in Richmend was a hos: 
pital, where they were receiving my daily atten: 
tion, with the attention of physicians. Fog rage 
I do not intend to dwell upon this. The idea o 
my war record! I did everything I could; I stood 
by the cause to the last; I did not even flee from 
arrest. I was taken, as my honorable colleague haa 
told you, to Fortress Monroe. If I had seen fit ta 
escape, I might have sought itin that way. 1] 
abided my fate. I was determixzed to stand trial! if 
everthey brought it, and to vindicate the right 
that I pursued, believing that I had committed n@q 
offense against God or man im any connection with 
it. [Applause.] I was put ina dungeon, low dow 
damp, dripping with water, walls five feet thick; 
was there for three months. There is where I con 
tracted that rheumatism that laid me up and dis 
abled me from walking for the last 12 years. Ij 
was in that dungeon in Fort Warren. That is ¢ 
part of my war record. [Great applause.] I im 
tended to abide the results of the war. I was con» 
mitted to it, and I stood by the flag as long as it 
was afloat. So much for that.” 
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A PENSION RELINQUISHED. 
From the Norwich (Conn.) Bulletin, Sent. 16. 
Mr. C. R. Conner, a special examiner from 
the United States Pension Bureau, was in the city 
yesterday inquiring into an extraordinary case in- 


volving the voluntary surrender of an established 


claim fora pension against the Government. It 
seems that Maurice Weich, now an overseer 
of the beamer and drawing-in department 
of the Falls Company’s milis enlisted June 
26, 1867, in the United States Marine 
corps at New-York City. He was discharged Aug 
7. 1868, at the Brooklyn Navy-yard, by reason of a 
rupture. He applied for a pension on Aug. 12, 
1868, and his application was granted Jan. 5, 1872, 
the allowance being $4a month. He drew his pen- 
sion regularly, receiving the last instalment on the 
4th of June, 1882. In August he wrote the depart- 
ment the following letter: 


Norwicnu, Aug. 26, 1882. 
D. W. Gooch, United States Pension Agent: 

Drak Str: Inclosed you will please find my pens 
sion certificate and voucher, as I intend for to 
leave this place; and as my ailment does not 
trouble me much, if any, and considering the smal! 
sum received, I think it hardly worth the troubie 
of fillipg out the papers, therefore you may please 
have my name stricken from the pension rolis, ané 
oblige yours truly, MAURICE WELCH. 

_ Mr. Welch was examined by the board of exam, 
ining surgeons Friday, and was found to be still 
ruptured. He was also found to be of sound mind, 
and ke declared that he could not in consciences 
draw a pension from the Government when he wag 
able to work daily and maintain himself. The casé¢ 
proved to be the result of an honest conviction of 
duty, and at hisown request Maurice Welch’s name 
will be stricken from the Government pension rolls,

4SEKING FOR AN 1NCREASED DUTY 
ON RICH. 

HE TARIFF COMMISSION IN SAVANNAH 

THE RICK-PLANTERS’ PLEA FOR ADDI- 

TIONAL PROTECTION—TRYING TO FIND 


THE GENERAL SENTIMENT OF THE PEO- 
PLE, 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Sept. 25.—Four of the 
Yariff Comm!ssioners, Messrs. Hayes, Boteler, Gar- 
land, and Oliver, arrived here yesterday morning 
and held a session to-day. The commission was 
addressed by John Screven, a rice planter, as one 
of a delegation of merchants and planters in favor 
of a protective duty on rice. He said that the 
number of persons interested in the production of 
tice in this country was over 160,000, and the num- 
ber of acres cultivated was over 155,000. The rice 
produce of Georgia was about one-half of the total 
product of rice on the Atlantic coast, and about 
one-third of the product of the whole country. He 
read from a report made last January by a special 
committee, of which he was Chairman, on the 
condition of the American rice industry. From 
this report it appears that in the decade from 
1871 to 1881 the domestic production of rice 
bad risen from 72,000,000 to 121.000,000 pounds. The 
dumestic consumption of rice in 1X81 was 175,000,000 
pounds. The report declares that the average 
profits on American rice are dependent on the 
maintenance ofthe import duty, and that if the 
duty was removed, or materially reduced, its eul- 
tivation must be abandoned; and it concludes with 
the assertion that the lacts in relation to that in- 
dustry for the past 16 years prove that the taxa- 
tion of a foreign product is sound policy, and that 
atno time since 15865 could rice have been culti- 
vated asa staple product without the protection 
afforded by the duty. Even the present duty, he 
said, of 244 cents a pound was not sufficient protec- 
tion, because the American cost of raising the 
crop Was $4 30 per 10s pounds, while Asiatic rice 
could be laid down here for $2 90, 

Mr. Boteler inquired whether the present duty 
of 214 cents a pound afforded sufficient protection 
to the American rice producers. 

Mr. Screven reptied in the negative, but said that 
he was not prepared, until he had consulted with 
his associates, to state what the duty should be. 
He intimated, however, that it shouid be at least 3 
centsa pound. In reply to a question he stated 
that this country can supply all the rice needed for 
domestic consumption. 

James H. Johnston, Chairman of a committee of 
the Savannah Cotton Exchange, made an arzumevt 
on the same subject, and deciared thata reduction 
of the present duty on rice would stop its produc- 
tion in this country. and turn back into an uncul- 
tivated waste the rich land now devoted to that 
purpose. Atthe present prices and under the ex- 
isting duties the American rice producers realized 

sonable profit. 
e arland—What recommendation do you 
make in respect to the duty on rice? 

Mr. Johnston—I am not prepared to make any. 
With the present rate a great deal of rice is sold 
below the costof production. If rice could be kept 
at about 6 or 64g cents a pound a reasonable profit 
could be made. 

The President—Would not the assurance of a 
moderate duty, as at present, be more effective in 
encouraging the production of rice than a higher 
rate where there would be no assurance of its con- 
binuance ¢ 

Mr. Johnston—We would rather have an assu- 
rance of the present rate than have a higher rate 
with the question open, 

Mr. Oliver—You represent the Cotton Exchange, 

id ure necessarily brought in contact with the 

siness menof the community, In your judgement 
Sthere any demand from the business men and 
people of this section for a radical change in the 
Dresent tariff law ? 

Mr. Johnston—! do not think there is. Before 
the war Georgia was apnti-tariff, but a great change 
bas come since then. Next to the New-Engiand 
States Georgia is the greatest producer of cotton 
foods and yarns, and is becoming a farge coal and 
iron producing State. 

Mr. Oliver—Then you think that the sentiment of 
your people is that, while there are wrongs in the 
oresent tariff which should be changed and righted, 
whey would be sati-fied with the existing duties? 

Mr. Johnston—Yes. 

Mr. Screven, (the previous witness)—Anterior to 
jhe war there was a large free trade element in 
jhe South. The latest declaration madeon that 
subject by any of our distinguished men has been 
maae by Mr. Alexander H. Stephens, candidate 
for Governor, in favor of tariff for protection, but 
with an equalization of impositions of the tariff. 
The statement was not very explicit, but still itis 
an indication of the views of the people, as Mr. 
Stephens would probably steer with the wind. 

Mr. Oliver—We are trying to get the sentiment 
of the business people of the counery and of all 
other classes in regard to radical changes in the 
present tariff laws. 

The President—If there is any difference of 
opinion on the subject, persons are at liberty to ex- 
press them. 

No response was made to theinvitation. Mr. 
Josiah L. Warren, of the Cotton Exchange, argued 
against the proposed increase of duty on cotton 
ties, although he favored the increase of duty on 
riee, an inconsistency which was referred to by 
Mr. Oliver, and which Mr. Warren attempted to 
explain and justify. 

Mir. H. M. Comeran, importer of cotton ties, took 
& like position, and stated that the additional tax 
on cotton producers from the proposed increase 
would be for the crop of the present year $620,000, 
Before the final adjournment Mr. Screven sub- 
witted his proposition. It was that the duty on 
cleaned rice be increased from 244 to 8 centsa 
pound, on uncleaned from 2 to 244, on paddy, or 
rough rice, to 2, and on rice flour and rizina to 8 
cents, 

Mr. Oliver remarked that the general tendency 
appeared to be against any material increase of 
duties, and he asked whether, under the present 
duties on rice, as good progress would be made in 
ths next five years as had been made in the past in 
the way of increasing production. 

Mr. Screven replied that it would not. It was 
doubtful whether the cultivation of rice would re- 
main within the present area. A single disaster 
would bring about the abandonment of planta- 
tions, as the storm of last year had done, 
President—lf a rice plantation is aban- 
doned, ig the property valuable for any other pur- 
pose? 

Mr. Screven—No; it is perfectly useless.

CRUELTY ON THE HIGH SEAS.

A SAILOR’S STORY OF THE TYRANNY OF 
BRUTAL OFFICERS ON SHIPBOARD. 

Adolph Baumgart, a native of Switzerland, 
appeared at Castle Garden yesterday and made 
cOmplzint against Capt. Hamilton and the officers 
of the ship Undaunted, of Bath, on which he re- 
rently came from Havre. Secretary Jackson, 
after listening to his story, advised him to go to 
the United States authorities forredress. Baum- 
gart stated that early in August, while in Havre 
looking for work, he was approached by a man 
who offered him a passage to America and pay at 


the rate of $18 permonth. He accepted the offer, 
and was shown to the American ship Undaunted, 
which was about to sail for this portin ballast. She 
left Hiavre on Aug. 12 withacrew of 35 men, all told. 
The majority of these seemed to be green hands, 
pnd at least 15 had been brought on board by 
the same offers whieh had tempted Baumgart, The 
men, who were of different nationalities, were 
treated, he said, in a horrible manner. Hardly any 
food was given them and they were obliged to 
work night and day. Scarcely a day passed that 
some of the men were not beaten. One Frenchman 
was slung up by arope and beaten until he was 
almost dead. 3aumgart himself was beaten so 
padly that his body still shows the marks of the 
blows. The majority of the men could not speak 
English, and when they failed to understand the 
orders of thé officers the latter would strike them 
in the face and beat them with sticks and repes. A 
Swede named Charles A. Chelson fell down the 
bold and sustained injuries from which he died. 
When the Undaunted reached port on the 18th inst. 
the green hands asked for the pay which had beou 
promised them. The officers laughed at them and 
told them that they could go. Baumgart and the 
remainder of the green hands were discharged a 
few days ago. All of them were destitute, and the 
majority, like Baumgart, were still suffering from 
the effects of the hard treatment which they had 
receiyed on bourd the Undaunted. 
—— 
THE LOST STEAM-SHIP EDAM. 

Capt. Taat and severai of the officers of the 
eteam-ship Edam, whieh was sunk by the Lepanto 
during a fog last Thursday night, appeared before 
the Consul for Holland yesterday and made full 


statements in regard to the disaster. Mr. H, 
Cazaux, the agent of the line, has cabled to the 
managers in Amsterdam asking for instructions. 
Capt. Rogers, of the Lepanto, made a statement in 
writing to the British Consul and also to Sanderson 
& Son, the agents of the Hull Line, who also cabled 
to their owners for instructions. These statements 
are practically the same as the reports which were 
published in Tue Tisrzs of yesterday. An attempt 
will probably be made to settle the matter without 
p lawsuit.

The Tariff Commissioners listened at Sa- 
vannah yesterday to the plea of the rice 
planters. Though now protected against the 
competition of the Asiatic product by the 
exorbitant duty of 24 cents per pound, they 
want an increase on the general ground that 
while the American cost of raising 100 
pounds of rice is $4 30, Asiatic rice can be 
laid down here for $2 90.

able certain planters in Georgia and South 
Carolina to raise a crop which is evidently 
an unprofitable one, is a question which 
was not asked by the commission. It 
seems that under the fostering care of our 
protective system the domestic production 
of rice has risen from 72,000,000 to 121,000,- 
000 pounds, while the domestic consumption 
of rice in 1881 was 175,000,000 pounds. In 
other words, the people of the United States 
paid last year for a common and necessary 
article of food $4,375,000 more than they 
ought to have done, of which sum $1,850,- 
000, or what remained after deducting the 
cost of collection, went into the Treasury, 
while $3,025,000 was paid as a bounty to rice 
planters whose total annual product is val- 
ued by themselves at $5,203,000. This 
seems to be carrying ‘‘protection’’ a little 
too far.

APPOINTMENTS IN THE SOUTH. 
» Three changes were recently announced 


in important Federal offices in Alabama, 
Mr. Paut SrrRosacuH was designated for the 
position held by .United States Marshal 
Ossporn, and the Internal Revenue Col- 
lectors at Mobile and Montgomery . were 
superseded by new appointments. The 
record of the three men whose removal. had 
been suddenly decided upon is said to have 
been excellent; no complaints against their 
official conduct had been received, and no 


charges were on file to account for their sus- 
pension. The new appointments, on the 


other hand, brought vigorous protests to 
Washington, and in consequence of these 
the President has suspended action, and the 
old incumbents remain in office for the 


present, 


It is difficult to account for the President’s 
course in deciding upon the changes-in the 
first instance. Mr. MorGan, the Collector 
at Mobile, was appointed through the influ- 
ence of Secretary SHerMAn in 1880 after the 


defeat of the latter’s aspirations at Chicago, 
Mr. Mayer, a supporter of Gen. GRANT, 
being removed to make way for him. 
Mr. Rapier, the Collector at Mont- 
gomery, who received his appointment 
in 1878, appears also to have been a Sher- 
man man, and Marshal Ossorn may belong 
to the same category. Butit is rather late 
in the day to indulge in revenges growing 
out of that old controversy. The original 
appointments may have been made from mo- 
tives inconsistent with the civil service pro- 
fessions of the Hayes Administration, but 
that would not justify another violation of 
the same principle at this late day. 

The head of the present Administration is 
committed to the principle of removals from 
office only for cause. The Administration 


Republicans who controlled the recent con-, 


vention in this State declared for it distinct- 
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the recent Republican platforms declare in 
favor of appointments for ascertained fitness 
and removals only for cause. 


Now, are appointments and changes in of- 
fice made by the present Administration 
on the principles to which its head and the 
party on which it depends for support are 
so clearly committed ? The Alabama cases 
do not stand alone. It may be that the men 
named for the positions to be vacated 
were well qualified for them, but that 
is not the question. of first importance. 
Was there any cause for the removal of the 
present incumbents? It does not appear 
that there was, and the protests against the 
removals furnish the best kind of evidence 
that there was not. But it is quite possible 
that these ancient Hayes and Sherman men 
may not now be Arthur men and that the 
President is desirous of having his own per- 
sonal and political adherents in the Federal 
offices in the South. If this is the motive 
of these and other changes that are almost 
constantly being made, it indicates an ad- 
herence to the very worst vice of the spoils 
system. In Virginia appointments have 
been made in the joint interest of Senator 
Manone’s State party and the national Ad- 
ministration. In Louisiana changes have 
been arranged through a manifest under- 
standing with Senator KetiLoae and with 
apparent reference to politics rather than 
the good of the public service. 


Perhaps President ARTHUR imagines that 
the next National Convention can be man- 
aged and controlled by the same methods 
which have.lately proved so potent in the 
leading State of the Union. In that case he 
may think it for his interest to pursue a 
policy in regard to Federal appointments in 
the South which will make them the domi- 
nating force in the Republican organization 
there. That organization is sufliciently 
feeble already, and its weakness is in no small 
measure due to the fact that it has been so 
largely controlled by Federal office-holders 
selected with a view to political work 
rather than to efficiency in the public ser- 
vice. Such a policy is well calculated to 
keep the party small and feeblein the South- 
ern States, and to prevent any development 
of confidence either in the Administration 
or the party that is politically responsible 
for its course. It is certainly not for the 
interest of Republicansin the North to en- 
courage any such policy. They will gain 
nothing from having the South treated po- 
litically as a great rotten borough which, 
under the control of the national Adminis- 
tration, furnish one-third of the 
delegates to nominate a President without 
furnishing any of the votes to elect him.

Now that the great.iron strike in the Pitts- 
burg region.is over, both masters and men 
should soberly set, about the devising of

Like other» schemes 
which will not work, it deserves to be dis- 
carded, therefore, if anything better can be 
found to take its place. We may con- 


fidently ; assume that. the ‘men would 
eagerly welcome any just and equitable 
mode of settling differences about wages, 


but they know very well that this cannot be 
reached without the friendly co-operation of 
their employers. 

But the iron-masters.of the Pittsburg 
region, though they bave made a. successful. 
defense and have carried the day, must re- 
gard their victory as dearly bought, and they, 
too, ought to be willing to meet the men fully 
half-way inthe effort to find a remedy for 
strikes. If they are not-of this Cisposition 
they can hardly claim the virtue of. fair- 
mindedness, but would seem rather to be 
determined to maintain asomewhat despotic, 
control of the labor market, even at the cost 
of considerable occasional ,loss to . them-.

Mr. J. C. Converss,, the President 
of the National Tube Works, at Keesport, 
Penn., a concern employing 2,200 men, de- 
clares that the strike ‘‘was but partof a.

Mr. Converse does not set ont with correct: 
notions, unfortunatety., He assumes, in com- : 
mon with most large employers of labor, that 
the laws of supply and demand’ operate as 


freely in the labor market as in other markets, , 


He complains that strikers do not recognize 
these laws, and that in their co-operative 
associations their efforts and their money-are_ 
mostly wasted, ‘‘and must continue to be’ 
so long as it is attempted to override 


the laws of supply and demand which 
govern in establishing prices.’”’ In _ his 
opinion strikes ‘‘indicate a prevalent 
idea among the men that employers inter- 


fere with the natural laws of demand and 


s 


President Converse, which is by no means 
confined to working men. It is the state- 
ment of a plain fact, which .is none the less 
a fact because employers of labor have not 
yet ceased to dispute it. If the labor 
market were entirely free and open, it 
would be a foolish and not altogether 
blameless waste of time and thought for 
employers like President CoNvERsE to be 
discussing measures for interfering with it, 
even though that interference were on the 
side of the workmen. Again, President 
CoONVERSE’S assertion that ‘‘laborers would 
be quiet, asa rule, if let alone,’’ that is, 1f 
agitators and demagogues did not go among 
them and stir up discontent, is, to put it mildly, 
open to question. The observation of 
some very impartial and competent students 
of the labor question is that while the agita- 
tors and demagogues are a great evil, strikes 
commonly originate in the conviction of the 
workman that his employer is pocketing a 
disproportionate share of the profits of his 
labor, or in the absolute impossibility of 
supporting his family on his wages. This 
is especially true in this country, where the 
cost of living is made artificially high by 
unjust tariff laws, which utterly fail, what- 
ever is claimed for them, to raise wages in 
the same proportion. 


Errors of this kind, however, do not ne- 
cessarily vitiate President ConVERSE’s plan 
for bringing about ‘‘a better condition of 
things,’’ provided it has a basis of sense and 
saving virtues of its own. We are sorry 
to say that we have been unable to find 
these important qualities in his suggestions, 
which are here subjoined: 

** As it seems to me, the only way to reach and 
finally end the trouble is through a general en- 
lightening of the laborers; teaching them the 
fundamental truths underlying the question, so that 
they may understand their real relations with their 
employers. Woe must show these men the true 
state of thecase. If they can be made to see that 
their present associations are futile and injurious 
to them, they will be convinced that there is a bet- 
ter way. There should be a general organization 
ot manufacturers and employers of men in large 
numbers, with head-quarters at some central point, 
and auxiliary associations wherever numbers war- 
rant. I would have the central organization 
officeread with the best men for the  pur- 
pose to be found in the country, and 
would have a newspaper™published to give 
the facts in whatever matters affect the 
relations of masters and men, without favoring 
either side. The local associations should circu- 
late the newspaper among the men, and should 
provide free reading-rooms for the men, and do 
whatever is possible toward bringing about the 
change desired. They should in all ways act 
toward the laborers in a friendly manner and seek 
to better their condition, put sunshine into their 
lives, and give them happy homes and make them 
good citizens. In a word, the employers should 
give the men the hand of good-fellowship and seek 
to lift them up, instead of treating them as ma- 
chines ana seeking to keep them down; and this 
ought to be done systematically and through or- 
ganization. The laborers are the blind led by the 
blind. Their true interests lie with the employers, 
and, with a good understanding and mutual confi- 
dence once established between them, the profes- 
sional agitator would find his occupation gone.”’ 

This is merely a plan for teaching the la- 
borers that they are unreasonable to com- 
plain of their present condition; that the la- 
bor market is ruled by the laws of supply 
and demand, and for inculcating some oth- 
er fundamental beliefs at present.entertained 
by President Converse and many of his 
way of thinking. The fine phrases about 
‘‘enlightening . the laborer” and putting 
‘‘sunshine into his home”’ do not conceal its 
true character. « The labor, question will 
never be settled in this way. We must 
wait for something better. , But there could 
be no harm, meanwhile, in the organization 
of employers, on, the plan here suggested, 
for the purpose, not of instrycting the men, 
but for self-instruction, ‘‘so that they may 
understand their real relations with their’’ 
employes. 


A FRENOH IMAGINATION. 


Thero is in certain, quarters, we regret to 
say, a disposition to speak lightly of the 
misfortunes of Mr.. Strernen B. FRENCH. 
This gentleman, who is well known.as a 
zealous politician of the Stalwart wing of 
the Republican Party,‘and.as a member of 
the Board of Police Commissioners, is un- 


happily burdened with an active and even 
florid imagination. It has long been.an open 
secret among his friends that Mr. FreNcH’s 


true field is novel-writing. As wehave inti- 


mated, he has tried his hand in politics; and 


he has done a little Police Commissionering, 
so to by way of diversion. 
And, when other occupations have failed 


him, it has been his favorite ; amuse- 
ment to compel admiration and respect by 
impressing upon, his confiding friends . the 
belief that he is ‘‘the power: behind . the 
throne.’’ That he has contrived to keep up 
ashow of intimacy with the President of 
the United States, nobody need deny. But 
when he says ‘‘ Me and Cnet were having a 
Welsh rabbit last night when I’’—&c., hu- 
man credulity is just a little shaken. . It 
does seem hardly fair; that, we should; be 
asked to believe that even so great a man as 
Mr. Srernen B.. Frencu habitually eats 
Welsh rabbits with the President, slaps him 
on the back, and. calls him ‘‘ Cret.’”’. So 
the world smiles good-humoredly and puts 
the fiction (for:such it seems to be) down 
to the vivid imagination of Mr. Frencs,; 
who is not a bad fellow after all. .

But Steruen,’ whom.his friemds , lovingly* 


call ‘‘Srmve,’’ has.got himself into, diffi- 
culty by not confining himself strictly to.the 
realm of fiction. , When a novelist: goes,out 
of his ideal field, and,.forthe sake of appear- 


ing realistic, uses the names of living people,; 
‘and imitates their habits, tones, ; gestures, 


and individual characteristics, he usually, 
comes to grief. ; Something like this Mr. 
STEPHEN B. FRENCa, has indiscreetly done. 
He very much wanted to get into, the State 


Central Committee when that body met at 
Saratoga, just before the convention. But,

bered then, or he imagined that he:remem- 


bered, that Collector RoBerson ‘had. said 
that he (ROBERTSON) was not likely to be

sent off a dispatch asking for the requisite 
authority. Then he told twenty gentlemen 
that he had sent such a dispatch and that he 
expected an answer. Sure enough, the au- 
thority came, but written on a sending 
blank, instead of a receiving blank, of the 
telegraph company. Mr. Frencu, being 
young, inexperienced, and wholly unaccus- 
tomed to the look of telegraphic dispatches,

To the intense mortification and surprise 
of good Mr. Sternen B. Frencu, Collector 
RosertTson denied having sent any such 
dispatch. Then Mr. Frencu declared that 
he must have sent it, because he (FRENCH) 
had had one or more interviews with the 
Collector, who hud expressed a desire to vote 
for the Administration candidate, and who 
had explicity said that he wanted Mr. 
FRENCH to act for him. To Mr. Frencn’s 
dismay, Collector Ropertson denied having 
had any conversation with Mr. Frencn on 
the subject. ‘‘ Why,” cried this eminent 
Police Commissioner and writer of fiction, 
‘Mr. THomas C. Acton knew all about 
this business. I had an appointment to 
meet Collector Roserrson in his of- 
fice, last Monday. Then this thing was all 
to be fixed. Tom knows all about it. Lord, 
how this world is given to lying.’”’ Assist- 
ant Treasurer Acton was sought for and 
was asked to verify Mr. FrENcnH’s state- 
ment. To the surprise of everybody who 
knows Mr. Frencu, Mr. Acton refused to 
do anything of the sort. He said that there 
was no interview in his office, no appoint- 
ment that he knew of, and that he never 
heard the word “ proxy,”’ or anything like 
it, mentioned by either Mr. Ropertson or 
Mr. Frencn. It was true that Mr. Frenca 
had been in the office of the Assistant Treas- 
urer inquiring for Collector Rossrtson, 
but that was all the bottom there was to the 
delightful fiction spread by Mr. Frence 
before his ready listeners. 


It is evident that the simple-minded and 
imaginative STEPHEN has been fooled by his 
own senses. One of his wicked ‘‘ twenty 
gentlemen,’’ knowing that he had asked for 
Mr. Rosertson’s authority to act as proxy, 
seized a blank from the telegraph office, 
such as is used for sending messages, and 
wrote a forged dispatch authorizing SrrrHEeN 
to act in that representative capacity. 
STEPHEN, unaccustomed to telegraphic 
formalities, eagerly swallowed the forgery 
and innocently acted as Ropertson’s sub- 
stitute. The main thing, of course, was to 
secure FoLGER’s nomination. When this 
was done, STEPHEN lighted the fires under 
his imagination and put on all steam. 
He imagined that the Collector had 
told him that he (the Collector) 
was for Foneer, and that he could 
not go to Saratoga, and that he wanted him 
(FRENCH) to act in his stead; and then he 
imagined that the forged dispatch must 
have been genuine, although a 10-year-old 
boy could have seen that it was a forgery. 
Then SrepaeEn, being brought up with a 
round turn by Collector RoBertson’s de- 
nial, imagined that he had had an appoint- 
ment with Mr. Ropertsen at Mr. Acton’s 
office, and that the matter was discussed 
there and that Mr. Acton knew all about it. 
Then Mr. Acton denied, as Mr. Rosert- 
son had denied, all knowledge of any inter- 
view or any talk or any meeting or any un- 
derstanding as to .proxies or anything else. 
Then Mr. FreNcnH’s imagination failed him, 
and he sat himself. down suddenly and sul- 
lenly and said: ‘‘ And is Tom Acton going 
back on me,too? This is a wicked, wicked 
world !’’ 


At this point the interesting narrative is 
brought to a full stop,.and Mr. StePHen B. 
FRENCH asks for a suspension of public 
opinion while he prepares a statement. It 
will bea delightful work of art, equal, per- 
haps, to anything attempted in the romantic 
school of literature since the days of Baron 
Munchausen. Probably no, man, certainly 
no politician, hasever spread fiction over so 
large a field as Mr. Stepnen B. Frenca. 
Mr. EpMUND ~ STEPHENSON, one i of 
the delegates to,the Saratoga’ Oonven- 
tion, says , that’. Mr. ‘FRENCH ; came 
to him with a special and private . mes- 
sage from. President ArtTHuR asking him 
(STEPHENSON) to vote for FoLeGrr, and that 
when he asked the President about. the mat- 
ter, the President. declared that he had sent 


no such message, and that Mr. Frencm had 
no authority to make the statements that he 


had. And this causes Mr. STEPHENSON to 
say of the convention that he ‘‘never saw 
one where .there was so much cheating, 
lying, and underhanded work.”’

THE LAST COLLISION. 


The immediate cause of the collision be- 
tween the #dam and the Lepanto appears to 
have been the mistake made by the Captain 
of the latter as to the relative position of the 
two steamers when the Hdam’s whistle was 


first heard. . There’was-a.dense fog at the 
time, and both vessels were running at half 
speed. The first officer of the Hdam heard 
the whistle of a steamer’on his starboard 
‘bow, and at once starboarded his helm and 
blew two short blasts of the whistle to noti- 
fy the invisible steamer that she-should also 
put her helm to starboard. As the event 
showed, the first officer of the Ldam was right 
in deciding by the sound of the Lepanto’s 
whistle that she was on his starboard bow, 
and he took the proper course to avoid a 
collision. Unfortunately, the Captain of the 
Lepanto imagined that he heard the Hdam’s 
‘whistie on his port bow. Fearing that if he 
starboarded, his helm a collision would be 
inevitable, he disregarded the signal given 
him by the Zdam and put his helm a-port. 
_The result was the collision, which sunk a 
fine vessel, drowned two men, and placed 
the people on board each steamer in immi- 
nent danger. 


x It does not follow that the Captain of the 
_Lepanto-deserves censure. Like ;the officer 
“in charge of the Edam, he had to trust to his 


hearing in deciding what was the relative 


position of the two vessels. He happened 
to be wrong and the first officer of the Edam 
happened to be right. In other words, the 
hearing of one man proved to be more deli- 


cate than the hearing of another. Nothing 
is more difficult for most men than to locate 


the exact direction from which a steam- 
whistle comes through a thick fog, and the 
fact thatthe Captain of the Lepanio made a 
mistake and thought that the Zdam was on 


his port-bow whon she was really on his 
starboard bow does not prove that he is. 





other than a careful and competent com- 
mander. 

According to the rule of the road the Le 
panto should have obeyed the Hdam’s sig- 
val to starboard her helm. Noruie of the 
kind is, however, blindly to be adhered to 
in all circumstances. The Captain of the 
Lepanto believed that the officer in charge 
of the Hdam had made a mistake, and 
therefore disobeyed the latter’s signal, pre- 
ferring to save his ship rather than to lose 
her by following the letter of the law. He 
cannot be blamed for so doing. He took 
what would have been the right course had 
not his hearing deceived him. It was evi- 
dent that either he or the officer in charge 
of the Hdam had made a mistake, and he 
had a right to trust his own hearing 
in preference to that of another man. That 
his hearing deceived him was a great and 
irreparable misfortune, but it most certainly 
was not a fault. 

The mistake which led to the sinking of 
the Hdam will be repeated again and again 
until science devises some instrument which 


‘will accurately determine the direction from 


which the sound of a steam-whistle ap- 
proaches it. There are a few men endowed 
by nature with great delicacy of hearing, 
who can locate the sound of a steam-whistle 
in a fog with great accuracy, but the great 
majority of sailors can only be sure of the 
general direction from which the sound 
reaches them. If we had an instrument 
which could register the direction of sound, 
collisions between vessels at sca would be- 
come almost unknown. No one will say 
that such an instrument is an impossibility. 
Sooner or later it will be invented, and with 
its invention the chief danger to which our 
ocean steamers are exposed will disappear. 

The collision was accompanied by what is 
almost the invariable feature of steam-ship 
collisions. The Hdam was struck amidships 
and she sank ina few moments, while the 
Lepanto, whose bow was stove in, kept 
afloat. Scores of vessels have floated, as 
did the Lepanto, with the forward water- 
tight compartment full of water, while the 
filling of a single water-tight compartment 
in any other part of a vessel.almost invari- 
ably sends her to the bottom. The explana- 
tion of this is very simple. * The forward 
water-tight compartment is much-smaller 
than the other compartments and the 
bulkhead which forms it is made very 
strong, with the express purpose of saving 
the ship in case she runs into anything. 
The other compartments are large and their 
bulkheads are seldom strong enough to resist 
the pressure of water. Hence, the filling of 
a single one of these compartments is usually 
fatal to the vessel. The remedy is to in- 
crease the number of water-tight compart- 
ments, which, of course, involves decreasing 
their size. They would then be of real use 
and in most cases would keep a ship afloat 
even after she had received a blow like that 
which sank the Hdam. 

It is remarkable that, although many col- 
lisions have taken place on. the Atlantic 
since the sinking of the Ville de Havre, very 
few have been attended with any great loss 
of life. As this form,.of disaster becomes; 
more frequent it seems to lose to-some-ex- 
tent its horrors, so that it is met both by 
passengers and-crew with coolness and cour- 
age. There was apparently, no panic. on, 
board either the Edam or the Lepanio, and 
to that faet was due the escape of at least. 
one entire ship’s company.

THE HARRISONS IN “VIVA.” 

Those lively and rather clever young pers 
sons, Miss Alice Harrison and Mr. Louis Harrison, 
are not usually classed among the serious expo: 
nents of romantic drama. Their graceful dancing, 
extremely untuneful singing, and their aggressive 
fasnion of trying to please with all the means in 
their power have made them popular among the 
play-goers who appreciate the peculiar frolie of 
pieces like “ Fun on the Bristol,” to mention only 
one of a nnmerous family. Miss Harrison has a 
good deal of natural humor, a rough sort of versa 
tility, and an agreeable earnestness; her voice, un<« 
fortunately, has grown hard and inexpressive, and 
her manner is decidedly coarse-grained. Het 
brother is a bright caricaturist and is particularly 
suggestive of fun in his soberest moments. 

It appears that the Harrisons have studied thd 
signs of the times. They have, moreover, taken 
Mr. Leonard Grover into their confidence. Mr: 
Grover, it is well-known, is the great American 
dramatist. He will go down to posterity—and up, 
we hope, to something better—as the author 
‘*Our Boarding-house.”’ Mr. Grover is a permanent 
boarder in that house. His recent plays have re 
flected its glory. His most recent play is ‘* Viva,” 
which was prepared for the Harrisons. It wag 
performed last night at Niblo’s Garden. Mr 
Grover, having likewise given much philosophical 
attention to the signs of the times, concludeq 
that Miss Harrison and her vivacious brothe# 
were wasted upon farce; their forte was clearly 
romantic drama. Thereupon he constructed 
“Viva,” which tells the somewhat tragic story of a 
young Italian street-singer who is, apparently, be- 
trayed into asham marriage by an aspiring son of 
the aristocracy. As soon as her humiliation ig 
made known, her uncle, in whose veins rans the 
flerce blood of the Grametti, puts a knife into the 
heart of the aristocrat. Many melodramatic com- 
plications ensue. When the climax of the drama 
approaches, when it is quite lucid to the 
mind that Mr. Grover is really on the point of dis 
entangling his personages, the unexpected fact ig 
disclosed that the heroine has, during four acts, 
been passing through the horrors of a nightmare, 
The play, in other words, is a dream. It must ba 
owned that Mr. Grover keeps the secret well 
The disclosure at the end is like a touch of har- 
liquinade. ‘‘ Viva’ would be more satisfactory, 
after all, if Mr. Grover could manage to da 
without the .-dream. The play is a crude, 
‘weak affair; buf there is 2 suggestion of interest 
toward the close, and even dexterity is shown in 

‘the treatment of the plot. The best element in 

“Viva” is the character of an Italian, and thid 
was embodied with exceptional strength, artistia 
‘feeling, and dramatic verisimilitude by Mr. PJ 
Augustus Anderson. 

Miss Harrison went‘through her work with toler< 
able success, though her acting was unnaturally 
loud. Mr. Harrison was comically out of place in 
the part of a youth sentenced unjustly to death, 
In the early scenes both Miss Harrison and he 
brother entertained the audience with their songs, 
The Harrisons should, on the whole, stick to theig 
farces. 


FIFTH-AVENUE THEATRE. 

Mr. - Maurice Grau’s French opera company 
began its final week last evening with Planquette’g 
ever fresh and charming opera, ‘‘Les Cloches d¢ 
Corneville.” In view of the excellence of its per 
formance, itseems a pity that it was not put on at 
the beginning of the season. The opera is certainly 
one ofthe bestof its kind. Its story and actioq 
afford the opportunities that actors most desire, 
and its music is bright, meledious, and neveg 
trashy. Mr. Grau’s company give it an exception 
alty good representation, and it was to be regretted 
that the weather last night prevented the gather: 

‘ing of an audience worthy of the occasion. Aas 
to Mme. Théo’s Serpolette, it cannot be

She is neves 
original, and lacks the inspiration that command 
attention. In the rest of the cast the opera wad 
completely given. The Germaine of Nme. Dorsay 
was an excellent vocal effort, and was deservedly, 
applauded. MM. Noe and Grivel sang and acted 
with spirit, and M. Duplan- was, as usual, droll and 
entertaining. Inthe rdle of Gaspard, M. Meziéreg 
is admittedly without a rival. There are few op< 
portunities to see a finer piece of character acting 
than is offered by this artist, who gives distinction 
to the stage by his presence. The minor parts and 
chorus were woll sustained, and the orchestra wag 
‘full, and perhaps too efficient. “Les Cloches dq 
Corneville” will be played to-night and to-morrow, 
and with its general excellence should attract ful 
houses at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre.

HAGUE’S BRITISH MINSTRELS. 

Hague’s new troupe of British Operatr 
Mimstrels appeared last evening at Haverly 
Fourteenth-Strect Theatre before a large audi 
ence, and furnished entertainment for two hourg 
anda half. The performance for the most parf 
was of the kine with which patrons of negro min4 
strelsy have been familiar for ascore of years. In 
the opening part, where all the members of tha 
minstrel company appear seated in the customary 
semli-eircle, with end men and middle man, 
the only noticeable feature was the per 
sistency with which the vocalists indulged 
in serious songs. The pigeon-wing and other 
dancing by the Girard Brothers} was good enough, 
however, to atone for manyfdrawbacks. Mr. Fred 
Dart appeared as a female impersonator, and sang 
well in keeping with the part. His make-up wag 
good, and the rather more vigorous than elegant 
way in which he managed his train met with am 
preciation. The Messrs, Callan, Haley, and the 
Girard Brothers as “The World’s Five,” were 
amusing, and ‘* Billy” Richardson made a capital, 
though rather ungallant, stump speech. Keating 
and Sands indulged in some entertaining speciatties, 
and Mr. Nathan Jackley did some tumbling which 
displayed unusual agility. The unique feature of 


the performance, however, was in the very remarks 
able and skilJful imitations by Prof. Charles Wal- 
lace of the notes of varions birds and fowls. 
These ‘imitations evinced careful study na 
less than skill. He reproduced, with wonderful 
fidelity to nature, the ‘songs of the mocking bird, 
the thrush, the meadow lark, the whip-poor-will, 
the nightingale, and other songsters, 23 well as the 
varied cries of domesticated fowls. A particularly 
interesting display of skill was given in the imita- 
tion of the notes and trills of the meadow lark, 
growing fainter as the bird is winging its way up- 
ward, and again becoming louder and more dis, 
tinct as the songster descends. The effect of dis 
tance was admirably demonstrated. A farce en- 


titled ‘“‘A Little Misunderstanding”’ brought the 
performance te a close. During the progress of 


the entertainment the agent for Mr. Hague ap: 
peared before the curtain and apologized for the 


non-appearance of Mr. Walter C. Hawkins, one of

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RENOVATING THE ACADEMY.

TREPARING FOR THE OPERA SEASON—COL. 
MAPLESON REDUCES HIS PRICES, 

The renovation and redecoration of the in- 
terior of the Academy of Music in anticipation of 
the coming brilliant season of Italian opera has 
been completed under the supervision of Mr. Jobn 
M. Leidig, and Col. Mapleson when he reaches 
New-York will find a magnificently appointed 
ppera-house awaiting him. Little change has been 
made in the interior designs or arrangements of 
the auditorium, but everything has been so 
brightened up and freshened during the Summer 
vacation that, while the house will look familiar to 
its regular patrons, it will still have the appearance 
of a new building from its contrast to the dingy 
house of last season. On ailsides new paint and 
new gilding has been applied. The walls of the 
first and second balconies are decorated with 
stencil work on canvas, and the design 


‘on the first floor has been made similar to that on 


the secona, being painted in red, black, and gold. 


The columns throughout the entire house have 
been invested with a fresh coat of white paint, and 
the gilt work upon them has been renewed. The 
front of each tier, from the first baicony to the 
family circie, has also been repainted, and the 
elaborate gilded work on each has been retouched 
by the artist. On the top of the railirg in front of 
each tier, and running along the upholstered work, 
new gilded moldings have taken the place of the 
old, and a gilt molding bas been run along the top 
of the oucer wall of the first talcony where it joins 
the ceiling. Inthe family circle the top brackets 
of the seats have been newly painted white, and 
the contrast with the dark reu of the plush uphol- 
stery makes a very pretty effect. The stairways 
leading to the balconies and bo&es have been 
all repainted, the old dark-colored designs 
being retained, and new carpets have been laid 
over the old ones, making them soft and yielding 
to the fest. The lower lobby has also been care- 
fully brightened up with a fresh coat of paint and 
newly carpeted throughout, as has the reception- 
room or parlor on the second floor, the six sofas of 
which have been newly upholstered and the chan- 
deliers newly gilded. The entrances to the pros- 
cenium boxes on the first floor have been papered 
in a beautiful design, the prevailing tints of which 
are red, gold, and black. The massive glass chan- 
delier bas been thoroughly cleaned, so that the 
crystals shine lixe diamonds. The decorations on 
the proscenium boxes have been gilded anew, and 
the boxes themselves adorned with afresh coat of 
paint, and the entire auditorium has been so com- 
pletely cleansed and renovated that the house has 
the appearanee of a new building. 

On the large stage the work of the painter and 
scenic artist is scarcely less conspiucous than in the 
auditorium. The stage entrance fairly shines in its 
new dress of brightly coiored paint, and the iron 
staircase leading trom Fourteenth-strect. near the 
stage, to the family circle has been freshly painted 
tnd provided with iron hand-rails on either side, 
which will save many a breken head or limb in the 
event of a panic or a sudden rush from the gallery. 
fue dressing-rooms have all been cleansed and 
painted, and those of the prima donnas, on the first 
and second floors to the right, have been furnished 
with new furniture. In these rooms, too, the old 
windows have been removed and French windows, 
opening outward, inserted in their places. From 
these windows, in case of fire or other casualty, 
she prima donnas may step to an alleyway and 
thus escape from the Academy directly to Irving- 
place. The old green curtain, which had seen so 
many years of taithful service on the stage, has 
been discarded and a new one of the same color 
substituted. The proscenium border, the torment- 
ors and tormentor border, and the Ball border are 
all newly painted, although the designs are the 
same as those of last season. Additional precau- 
tions against fire on the stage have been taken. 
Two large tanks, each with a capacity of 4,000 gal- 
ions of water, have been fixed in the carpenter’s 
shop, farup in the flies. From these perforated 
pipes extend over the stage in all directions. In 
tase of fire on the stage the fireman, who will be 
pu duty at the entrance, by turning a faucet, can 
at once fill these pipes from the tanks, and the 
stage will be deluged almost instantly. The fire 
extinguishers distributed throughout the building 
nave all been thoroughly examined and placed in 
perfect order, and the gas-jets beneath the stage, 
in addition to the * wire gloves” which are to be 
found as guards in nearly all theatres, are pro- 
tected by cages made of strong iron bars, which 
would not be broken or bent by any biow which 
would be likely to be given them.

BY BROTHER RYAN’S WATCH. 
AN EXCITING ELECTION IN A METHODIST 


EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


“The clock isn’t right, no two watches agree, 
and it is settled among the inspectors that we shall 
go by Brother Ryan’s watch, therefore the polls 
will close when it is 9 by his time-piece,” said the 
Rey. W. H. Boole, the Pastor, in the Sunday-school 


room of the South Second-Street Methodist Epis- 
copal Church in Brooklyn, last night. The room 
was crowded with the brethren and sisters, and 
half a dozen men sat around a ballot-box 
with a glass front and back, which was 
nearly full of votes. The members. were 


voting for Trustees of the church for the 
coming year. It was not an ordinary elec- 
tion by any means. The brothers and the 
sisters, too, were peddling tickets and button-holing 
the voters like politicians. Two regular tickets 
were in the field, and the rivalry told the story of a 
church event ef unusual interesc. One ticket bore 
the names of Peter Harkness, Sylvanus H. Hallett. 
and John F. Withers, and the other those of 
James Lockman, Charles W. Cheshire. and Syl- 
vanus Conklin. At the last session of the Confer- 
ence the Rev. A. H. Wyatt, who was then Pastor, 
was transferred to the church at the Wesleyan 
University, Middletown, Mass., and the Kev. Mr. 
Boole, the Prohibition candidate for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, was sent to the church 
in his stead. By the rules of the gen- 
eral Church a Pastor may remain in one 
charge three vears. Mr. Wyatt had been Pastor 
of the church for two years, and most of the flock 
wanted him to remain for the third year, but the 
Bishop would not change the arrangements. Con- 
siderable feeling was aroused by the report set in 
circulation that the ticket headed by Mr. Lock- 
man wasin favor of dismissing Mr. Boole at the 
end of the year. This was attributed to the other 
side, and Mr. Boole, in his pulpit on Sunday, with- 
out mentioning names, rebuked those who started 
the story. The canvass had been going on 
for some time, and tickets had been sent 
through the mails in great quantities to the 
members. ‘Tickets headed by Mr. Lockman were 
sent out with ** Anyone to beat Peter Harkness” 
prinied on the top. The Lockman side declared 
that this was none of their work, and said it was 
done by the other side to excite prejudice in their 
favor. Each party accused the other of resorting 
to political dodges and wire-pulling, and when the 
time for election came there was an immense 
crowd in the Sunday-school room. A new and 
mixed ticket appeared in the field when the voting 
began which bore the namesof Peter Harkness, 
Charles W. Cheshire, and Sylvanus H. Hallett. It 
was called the widowers’ ticket because at the bot- 
tom was printed: 
* For Trustees Elect there are widowers, three, 
Harkness, Cheshire, and Hallett; 
If all on one ticket elected they'd be 
By tbe whole of the female ballot.” 

The membership of the church is 700, two-thirds 
of whom are women. The sisters did not stand 
solidly by the widowers’ ticket, and one of the can- 
didates, Mr. Hallett, was defeated, but the others 
were elected. Two hundred and forty-two votes 
were cast, and the vote showing the nuunerical 
strength of the candidates was as follows: Look- 
man, 129; Harkness, 127; Cheshire, 121; Withers, 
119; Conklin, 114; Hallett, 114. Before the election 
was over whatever ill-feeling there might have 
been had passed away, and it was declared that at 
no time was there any opposition to Mr. Boole. 
The members wanted Mr. Wyatt to remain, but if 
they could not have him Mr. Boole was perfectly 
acceptable. 
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DR. MITTENDORF ON MYOPIA. 
ITS PREVALENCE AMONG SCHOOL CHILDREN 
—SUGGESTIONS BY THE LECTURER. 
There was a large attendance at the monthly 
meeting of the New-York County Medical Associa- 


tion last night in the theatre of the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, Twenty-third 
street and Fourth-avenue. The President, 
Mr. F. R. Sturgiss, occupied the chair. 
The proceedings were opened with the 
following nominations for officers for the ensuing 
year: President—Dr. David Webster; Vice-Presi- 
dents—Andrew H. Smith, James L. Little; Secre- 
tary—W. M. Carpenter; Assistant Secretary— 
Charles H. Avery; Treasurer—O. B. Douglass; Cen- 
sors—J. D. Bryant, Daniel Lewis, E. B. Bronson, F. 
R. Sturgiss, H. B. Conrad, W. R. Gillette. Some 
50 gentlemen were also nominated as_ dele- 
gates to the Medical Society of New-York. 


Dr. W. F. Mittendorf then read an exhaustive pa- 
per on ‘* Myopia andthe Necessity of its Correc- 
tion by Giasses.”’ He said that myopia or short- 
sightedness had justly been called a disease of 
civilization, and unless prompt measures were 
taken to counteract the injurious influences which 
led to the development of the disease it must 


more ana more be regarded as a_ disease 
of civilized life. The causes of the dis- 
ease, he explained, were debility of the 


scleortic, hereditary predisposition, long-continued 
use of the eyes on sma!] objects, and an increase 
of interocular pressure by interference with the 
circulation of the interior of the eye, The disease 
was incurable, but could be successfully arrested 
by the application of proper glasses The most 
dangerous period for myopia to set in was 
from the ages of 5 to 15 years, and an examination 
of the pupils attending the schools of New-York 
has ledto the following discoveries: Out of 203 
scholars attending the Thirteenth-Street Grammar 
School only 6 were near-sighted. At Grammar 
Schoo! No. 58698 children were examined, of whom 
&44 per eent. were suffering from myopia. This in- 
cluded 425 American children, among whom there 
were 34 cases of myopia, and 273 Germans, 
of whom 26 were suffering from myopla. 
At Grammar School No. 35, of 630 Americans 10 
per cent. were myopic, and of 266 Germans 1744 per 
cent. were afflicted with the disease. At Colum- 
bia College 201 students were examined, and of 
these, 69, or 35 per cent., were found to be near- 


sighted, the percentage being greater in the 
academical department than in the School 
of Mines. Further Investigation with a 
view to. testing the hereditary nature 
of the diseese showed that of 45 Jews 
40 per cent. came from myopic families; of 82 Ger- 


man myopics, 29, or 35 per cent., came from myopic 
families, and of 160 American children only 49, or 81 
per cent., had myopia in their families. In all 
cases it was found myopia increased with the 
length of school life. Very serious complica- 
tions arose in this disease by neglecting the 
use of glasses, and frequently total blindness 
resulted from this neglect. He advocated 
as a means of relieving the disease rest and the ap- 
plication of suitable glasses, which in many in- 
stances should be tinted blue in order to avoid 
irritation from bright lights. The popular preju- 
dice of the poorer classes against the use of glasses 
led to very mischieveus results and often to hope- 
less blindness. 

A brief discussion of the paper followed, and the 
proceedings were brought to a close. 
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BROOKLYN DEMOCRATS,

Speeches were made in favor of proseeuting a vig- 
orous campaign. and a committee composed of one 
from each ward and town was appointed to pro- 
cure speakers and perform such other necessary 
work as might be required to promcte the success 
of the State and local ticket. On motion of a dele- 
gate from the Fourteenth Ward, a resolution was 
unanimously passed’ requesting Gen. Henry W. 
Slocum to accept the nomination for Congressman 
at Large conferred on him by the Syracuse Con- 
vention.

ESCAPED FROM A BROOKLYN COURT. 

While waiting in the “pen” at Justice Ber- 
gen’s court, corner of Court and Butler streets, 
Brooklyn, yesterday morning. five prisoners made 
their escape to the street. There were sbout 50 
other prisoners confined in the same place await- 
ing a disposition of their cases. The “pen” is of

KILLED IN A DRUNKEN QUARREL. 
MURDER IN A BROOKLYN TENEMENT-HOUSE 


—THE MURDERER CAPTURED. 


During a drunken quarrel last evening in 
the tenement-house No. 862 Hicks-street, Brooklyn, 
George Thompson stabbed Michael Connors in the 
neck with a table-knife severing his jugular vein 
and killing him instantly. Connors was a barber, 
81 years of age, and had a shop at No. 41 Washing- 
ton-street, inthis City. Thompson is a painter, 38 
years of age, and with his wife occupies rooms 
in the tenement-house where the murder occurred. 
Connors and Thompson had been on a spree to- 
gether for several days. For the past two months 


Connors, who has a wife and two ehildren in New- 
York, had lived with a woman named Mary May- 
pother in Thompson’s rooms. Last evening about 
6:30 o’elock the two men with Thompson’s wife 
and several other women sat down to dinner. 
Nearly all of the party were drunk. Seized with 
a sudden fit of virtue, Thompson said it 
was not right that Connors, who was a 
married man, should be living with the 
woman Maypother, and ordered both to 
leave the house. Connors resented the order and 
made a blow at Thompson. The latter, who had a 
table-knife in his hand, closed with Connors, and 
forced him toward a bedroom into which Connors’s 
paramour had already run. Aftera brief struggle 
both men fell to the ground, Thompson on top, and 
a minute later Thompson left the house. Analarm 
was raised and the Police summoned. When the 
Ambulance Surgeon arrived a few minutes later 
he found Connors lying dead on the floor of the 
bedroom in a pool of blood with his jugular vein 
cut. The unfortunate man had not spoken after 
he had received the fatal stab. 

Inspector Jewett, when he learned of the murder, 
put Detectives Looney and Daly on the case. Tho 
officers ascertaining that Thompson was in the habit 
of trequenting certain bar-rooms on Washington- 
street, in this City, went to search for him in that 
vicinity. The murderer had evidently made no at- 
tempt to conceal his movements, and within an 
hour he had been traced to the barber shop of the 
man whom he had killed. The workmen in the 
shop knowing Thompson to bea friend of their 
employer made no objection to his entering an ex- 
tension at the rear of the shop, where he 
was found asleep by Looney and Daly. When 
arrested, Thompson” said he had _ stabbed 
Connors in self-defense, and afterward he denied 
having stabbed the dead man atal]l. He was taken 
to Brooklyn and locked up in the Third Sub-pre- 
cinct. Mrs. Thompson, Agnes Fitzgibbon, and 
Mary Maypother, who were present during the 
quarrel which led to the murder, were arrested as 
witnesses, 
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FRIEDRICH WOEHLER., 

The death is announced, from Gittingen, of 
the eminent German chemist, Friedrich Woehler. 
Woehler was born near Frankfort, July 31, 1809. 
He studied the natural sciences at Marburg and 
Heidelberg, and, having taken his doctor's degree, 
went to Sweden in 1824, where he studied chem- 
istry under Berzelius. He returned to Germany 


and was Professor for several years in the Berlin 
School of Arts and Trades. In 1832 he was ap- 
pointed Professor of Chemistry and Technology in 
the new School of Arts and Trades at Cassel, and 
in 1836 occupied a chair of medicine and took 
direction of the Chemical Institute at Gottingen. 
The scientific journals of Germany have made pub- 
lic many discoveries in chemistry by him. Among 
others was the discovery of anew method of ob- 
taining pure nickel. He was the first to obtain 
aluminium in an isolated state. He has published 
several works on chemieal subjects, and was a 
member of various scientific bodies. He was an 
officer of the Legion of Honor, has received vari- 
ous foreign decorations, was elected a sorrespond- 
ing member of the Institute in June, 1864, and was 
Inspector-General of Pharmacies in the Kingdom 
of Hanover.

Ashbel Welsh, President of the United Rail-

The death is announced of Major David H. 
Hastings, a retired officer of the United States 
Army, aged 68 years. He was born in Ireland, but 
came to America at an early age, and at the break- 


ing out of the Mexican war joined the army as 
Sergeant of sappers and miners. He was wounded 
at the battles of Contreras and the City of Mexico, 
and in June, 1848, was brevetted Second Lieuten- 
ant of dragoons for bravery. He served on the 
western frontier with gailantry, and was commis- 
sioned First Lieutenant in October, 1854. He was 
severely wounded by the falling of his horse while 
pursuing Indians near Fort Buchanan, New- 
Mexico, in October, 1857. In January, 1860, he was 
commissioned Captain of dragoons, and in the 
year following was appointed Superintendent of 
Recruiting Service, and commander of the cavalry- 
school at Carlisle Barracks, Penn., serving in that 
position until April, 1863. He was promoted to be 
Major in September of the same year, and retired 
tor incapacity resulting from iniuries and exposure 
incurred while on duty. After leaving Carlisle he 
resided in Bath, N. Y., until 1874, when he re- 
moved to Baltimore.

tomers, is essentially that of partners, and these 
papers will not submit to any control of this great 
and tmportant agency by Jay Gould, even if he 
should secure control of four out of the seven in 


New-York. Such papers have no interestin trying 
to build up a rival association. since they all have 
what amount to valuable vested rights in the exist- 
ing organization, to the support and development 
of which they have contributed enormous sums of 
money. The four establishments in the city above 
named have paid together more than $250,000 toward 
this in the past 15 vears, and none of ‘them are dis- 
poses to assist in destroying an agency they have 

elped build up at such a cost, nor to admit to 
share its full benefits those who have given them 
no help in the work of building it up. The remedy 
then is not to attempt to destroy the organization 
—and even the Herald disclaims any such thought 
—nor is it to put the telegraphic wires of 
the country under Governmental and politi- 
cal control, but to broaden the base on which the 
association rests by admitting to their proper share 
in its control all the papers which, though nomt- 
nally the mere customers of the Associated Press, 
are virtually members of it, with a powerful 
pecuniary interest in its maintenance and its 
freedom from a biighting outsidecontrol. There is 
no time to be lost in this matter, for even should 
the present crisis be.gotten well over, there is con- 
stant danger in the fact that, as at present organ- 
ized, Jay Gould has only to secure one more New-

A SUGAR REFINERY BURNED. 


Loss, $1,000,000—BURNING AN HOUR BE- 
FORE THE ALARM WA8 GIVEN. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 25.—The Franklin Su- 
gar Refinery of Harrison, Havemeyer & Co., an im- 
mense brick structure at Front and Almond streets, 
was partly destroyed by fire early this morning. 
The fire broke out at 5:15 A. M., and although three 
alarms were rung it was not got under control 
until the block bounded by Delaware-avenue, 
Swanson, Almond, and Bainbridge streets was de- 
stroyed. This block contained two large buildings, 


that facing on Delaware-avenue being the mold- 
house, nine stories high, and that in the rear of the 
mold-house and extening to Swanson-street be- 
ing a new building called the filler-house. These 
buildings were filled with sugar in process of man- 
ufacture and ready for delivery, and both struc- 
tures, with their contents, were destroyed. 

There were many narrow escapes as the lofty 
walls fell one after another, but it is not known 
that any one was killed. Louis Luersen, a Swede 
and one of the foremen, is, however, missing. He 
was last seen attempting to extinguish the flames 
as his fellow-workmen made their escape from the 
building. For a long time past the refinery has 
been rnnning day and night, there being a 
about the works over 1,000men, Nothing is known 
as to the origin of the fire. It is remarked, how- 
ever, that it was burning for nearly an hour before 
the alarm was given. The workmen, who are 
trained in tne use of the fire apparatus, endeavored 
to subdue the flames without the aid of the Fire 
Department. Different members of the firm vary 
in their estimates of the losses, but itis believed 
now that the loss will be $1,000,000, The insurance 
man who placed the risks states simply that the 
total amount carried on the burned buildings was 
$480,000. This amount was distributed among 
a omic all the large companies in this country and 
abroad.

The Meadow Spring Distillery at Milwau- 
kee, belonging to William J. Bergenthal & Co., was 
burned yesterday afternoon.

Metropole, of Paris, $1,500; Phenix, $2,000; Pres- 
cott, of Boston, and Security, of New-Haven, $750 
each. The fire was caused by sparks from the 
smoke-stack getting into the alcohol-room. 


A large saw mill at Plattsburg, N. Y., 
owned by the Mutual Life Insurance Company, of 
New-York, was destroyed by fire yesterday after- 
noon. The loss is $15,000, the insurance $8,500. 
The fire caught in the oil-room. 


George A. Long’s saw, planing, and spoke 
mill at Northfield, Mass., was burned yesterday 
mornin.

A CIRCUS WRECKED ON A RAILWAY 
ee Ale. 
CARS THROWN OFF THE TRACK-—THREE 


PERSONS KILLED AND THREE FATALLY 
INJURED. 

LANCASTER, Ky., Sept. 25.—About 3:30 
o'clock yesterday morning, as the first of three 
special trains conveying the Sells Brothers’ show 
from Richmond was coming around a curve 300 
yards from Point Lick, from some unknown cause 
the fourth car from the engine jumped the track 
and rolled down the embankment, followed by 
the remainder of the train in the rear, consisting 
of 15 cars. The cars were loaded principally with 
the baggage of the company, the tableau wagon, 
the electric light machine, anda cage containing a 
tiger. Several attachés of the circus were scattered 
through the train, and the destruction to both life 
and property was fearful. Three men were in- 


stantly killed: three were probably fatally injured, 
and seven or eight others were seriously wounded. 
Two of the killed were attachés of the circus, and 
the third was a boy named William Underwood, 
from Mount Vernon, Ky., who was stealing a ride. 
The cage containing the tiger was burst open, and 
the fierce animal jumped out, creating much con- 
sternation, every one being afraid to approach bim 
until daylight. When his cage was placed in posi- 
tion with its door open, the animal, which had 
been crouching near by, crept back and was se- 
eured. The electric light and tableau wagons 
were completely destroyed, the track was torn up 
for over 100 yards, and the cars were piled upon 
each other in a confused mass. The engine and 
the first three cars escaped uninjured, and were 
immediately dispatched to Lancaster for surgeons 
and coffins. A force of men was at once put to 
work, and by 5 o'clock last evening the track was 
clear. Sells refused to go on to London to fill his 
engagement there, but remained at Silver Creek 
last night, and will go to Lebanon to-day, where he 
is billed to appear to-morrow. The exact cause of 
the accident is unknown. An official vestigation 
will be made.

SUSPENSION OF THE RUBBER COMB AND 
JEWELRY COMPANY—LIABILITIES SAID 
To BE $400,000-—-wHAT THE PREsI- 
DENT OF THE MANHATTAN COMPANY’S 
BANK SAYS OF FOLLETT. 


, In addition to the people already reported as 
mbarrassed by the failure of Alonzo Follett, the 
pommerciai paper broker, of No. 9 Wall-street, the 
temporary suspension of the Rubber Comb and 
jewelry Company, of No. 33 Mercer-street, was an- 
jyounced yesterday. This firm, with that of Rich- 
prdson, Boynton & Co., are the only ones reported 

heavy lossers by the failure. ‘lhe only individu- 
}!s who are as yet reported as heavy losers are 
fiessrs. John S. Tuttle and Jacob Van Wagenen. 
just how deeply these parties are invoived can- 
jot yet be ascertained, nor will the amounts be 
Jefinitely known until the latter part of this week, 
ty which time it is expected the parties will have 
heir accounts written up. Mr. Follett’s office at 
fo. 9 Wali-street’was closed yesterday, and the 
kssignee, Mr. Sol Hanford, was in possession. He 
gad a clerk there throughout the day, who, incom- 
pany with those in Mr. Follett’s employ, were en- 
faged in an attempt to try and straighten out the 
sccounts. These are so badly mixed that it was 
hopossible yesterday to get at anything like astate- 
ment of their condition. There were a number of 
gallers at the office, but none were admitted, and 
so information was given to inquirers. 

The suspension of the Rubber Comb and Jewelry 
fompany is the result of the failure of Mr. Follett, 
who holds a large amount of the company’s paper, 
ior which he has failed to turn over the proeeeds. 
Mr. Follett had been selling paper for the company 
for a long time past, and it was frequently left with 
bim in bulk, to be disposed of whenever there was 
pdemand for it. The amountin his hands which 
be has failed to account for with the proceeds is 
placed at $130,000.

Sve amount of money. Notes of the 
company to the amount of between $120,000 and 
$150,000 had been left with him to sell, and he had 
not turned over the proceeds. The company ex- 
pected to receive the money for their business 
svants, and Mr. Follett’s keeping back such a large 
pmount had taken it by surprise, and could not 
jneet this emergency, which was totaily unexpect- 
ed. He had seen Mr. Follett on Wednesday of last 
week, when the latter said he would be able to 
+ matters all right, but he did not, and he 
iad not been able to see him since.  Busi- 
ness had been kept running without intermis- 
sion, both at the store and factory. as triends 
znd creditors had come forward with 
assurances of aid and sympathy, and urged him to 
xoon. He said it was for the creditors’ interests 
jor the business to continue right along, as it was 
profitable and was making money. Nota dollar 
would be diverted from the creditors. He had 
been in business 30 years and had always paid in 
full, and would devote all his energies until the 
creditors’ claims were liquidated. The condition 
of the company would depend on how Mr. Follett’s 
nifairs turned out, and he hoped fora favorable 
report. In regard to the reported liabilities of the 
company, viz., $400,000, he said he could give no 
figures whatever, as at present it was all guess 
WoOrTk. 

The company was incorporated in January, 1877. 
under the laws of this State, with an authorized 
capital of $200,000, of which $125,000 was paid in; 
the latter amount was subsequently increased to 
$200,000. M. Dittenhofer was the first President and 
Solomon S. Sonneborne Treasurer. In 1879 Mr. 
Kichard Butler, formerly a partner in the late 
firm of Howard, Sanger & Co., became President 
and Treasurer of the company and furnished the 
increased paid-in capital. Mr. Sonneborne severed 
his connection with the company from June 27, 
1882, since which time Mr. Butler has been 
the owner of the concern. Bradstrevt’s 
report of Aug. 30, 1882, said that the general opin- 
ion was that the concern was not in good shape 
and had a heavy load of indebtedness to carry, 
which was confirmea by an inventory claimed to 
have been carefully made by the company which 
showed, assets, $509,454; liabilities, $325,504; sur- 
plus, $183,950. About half of the amount given as 
assets was said to consist of machinery and the 
factory at Bloomingdale, N. J. The showing was 
not regarded as a satisfactory one, and the report 
said. ‘It is not seen how Mr. butler can carry the 
load alone. The broker (Mr. Follett) who has han- 
died the company’s paper says he is satisfied the 
concern is good, but this does not satisfy the 
doubters.” 

One of the members of the firm of Richardson, 
Boynton & Co. intormed Cashier Baldwin, of the 
Manhattan Company,thbat Mr. Foilett owed that firm 
$400,000, and that this indebtedness was their princi- 
pal embarrassment. The firm has been obliged to 
suspend payments, but yesterday the members were 
enyaged in trying to arrange a scttlement of their 
affairs. The impression prevails in mercantile and 
financial circles that such an arrangement wiil 
be effected. The firm was established in 1849, 
and is one of the largest in its line of busi- 
ness, and its profits are variously estimated 
at from $100,000 to $150,000 yearly. Mr. Henry 
A. Richardson, the head of the firm, informed a 
JIMES reporter that he could not, as yet, make 
any statement as to the condition of affairs of his 
firm, as he did not know himself. Though he 
denied the accuracy and truthfulness of the state- 
ments of afriend of Mr. Follett, published in Tse 
Times of yesterday, he declined to make any state- 
ment at the present time. 

At the Manhattan Company’s Bank President 
Smith denied the statements made by Mr. Follett’s 
friend regarding the transactions between the two 
as detailed in Tue Times of yesterday. He char- 
acterized the story as false in allits details. ‘* In- 
stead of being malicious in our treatment of Mr. 
Follett and his customers,”’ said Mr. Smith, “ we 
have been especially lenient toward him and careful 
of the interests of the people whose paper he had 
deposited with us as collateral for a call loan of 
$100,000. Ihave been a merchant myself for many 
years and know very well how extremely sensitive 
credit is. Sol have been extremely careful in hand- 
ling these collaterals, and instructed our attor- 
ney, Mr. Simon H. Stern, in acting in this 
matter, to be extremely careful in what 
he did, so as not to. throw — suspicion 
in any way on the makers of the _ paper, 
and also told him to co-operate in every way possi- 
ble so as to assist Mr. Follett out of his difficulty 
rather than to precipitate the catastrophe. The 
fact is that Mr. Follett was * broke’ before he came 
to us and secured the loan. Now that Mr. Vollett’s 
friend has made for him an apparently authorized 
statement the facts in the case may as well be stated. 
On Sept. 4 Mr. Follett came here and obtained a 
call loan of; $100,000 on collateral securities—that 
is, paper he was authorized to sell or hypothecate 
—amounting to $120,000. Five days after this [ 
calied upon him for the amount of the loan, and 
no attention was paid to the call. Then our Cash- 
ier, Mr. Baldwin, went to see Mr. Follett and de- 
manded the return of the money and that he 
(Mr. Follett) should take up his_ securities. 
He ignored Mr. Baldwin's demand and sent 
what I considered an insulting message to the 
bank, wauting to know ‘Who is this Mr. Baldwin?’ 
though he well knew him to be the Cashier of the 
bank. WhenI saw we couldn’t get our money on 
call I was, of course, more anxious than ever to get 
it. Hecameto the bank to sce me, and said he 
couldn't take up the loan just then, as he couldn’t 
readily dispose of the collaterals. I asked him 
why this was, and said that otber brokers found 
no trouble in disposing of good paper at good 
rates. He evaded an answer,and taking out his 
pocket-book gave me $15,000 additional collateral, 
remarking, ‘There’s nothing mean about me.’ I 
responded, ‘ No, that’s so.’ Then he asked me to 
give him a list of the papers he had deposited with 
us. I said, * Is it possible that you haven’t got a list 
of the collaterals you have hypothecated with us ? 
Isn’t that a eareless way of doing business? He 
said he had a list somewhere at his office and said, 
*] have them nearly all in my head, but I want a 
list to use now and see lf I cannot dispose of the 
paper elsewhere.’ I had one of our clerks 
make out a list for him and he left 
the bank. I wrote him on the ilth that 
anless he paid his loan by 8 o’clock that 
afternoon I should try and realize on the col- 
laterals, as we had a legal right todo. We didn’t 

et the money and haven’t got it yet, though: we 
Core tried our best to do so. He never came to 
our bank prepared to take up his loan, as his 
friend says he did. I had no such conversation as 
is reported to have passed between us, that state- 
ment being wholly and unqualifiedly false in every 
particular. The paper was then placed in our 
attorney’s hands, and he saw the makers of every 
one of the notes, which aggregated $135,000. They 
were found to be al! right. Of this amount, $25,- 
000 was the paper of Richardson, Boynton & 
Co. The balance is all good and will be 
taken up at maturity. Mr. Stern acted, 
in handling this paper, as I _ instructed 
him to ao, and was very careful to throw discredit 
upon no one. Not a dollar of the paper was 

laced in the hands of other brokers to dispose of 

y us. Instead of our being responsible for Mr. 
Follett’s downfall he was * broke’ before he came 
to us, and we were his victims, but fortunately we 
are secured by so ample a margin that we will lose 
nothing. The collaterals will be disposed of at 
public sate next Wednesday, but we instructed our 
attorney not to advertise the names of the makers 
pf the paper to be sold, because we were fearful 
that such a course might affect their credit. Sev- 
eral of those whose paper we have have made ar- 
tangements to retire their paper, and others are 
arranging to do so. If this is accomplished of course 


there will be no sale.”

tertr Knwsiter, of the firm of Rossiter & Skidmore,

Follett was parted with, it was with the under- 
standing that it should not be sold. Mr. Follett 


told Mr. Rossiter that he had not disposed of kt, 
and shortly after making this statement Mr. Rossi: 
ter ascerteined that it had been sold contrary to 
their orders and agreement. “ As Mr. Follett lied 
to me,” said Mr. Rossiter, ‘I thought something 
was wrong, and so I placed the matter in the hands 
of our attorneys, Messrs. Vanderpoel, Green & 
Cuming, and the suit was brought.” Mr. Rossiter 
said that Mr. Follett then gave to them notes 
which are ample security for their claim against 
Mr. Follett, paper which will be met at maturity. 

The only two banks which are reported to hare 
large amounts of paper hypothecated by Mr. Fol- 
lett are the Phoenix and Mercantile, both of which, 
their officers state, are amply secured. Other 
banks and bankers hold sma!! amounts put up by 
Mr. Follett, but will not suffer individually in any 
great amounts. The principal losses will fall upon 
the three persons named.

THE NATIONAL TRUST COMPANY.

THE HASTE WITH WHICH IT WAS FORCED IN- 
TO THE HANDS OF A RECEIVER. 

The Senate insurance Committee resumed 
the inquiry into the National Trust Company Re- 
ceivership at Senator Russell’s office, No. 52 Wil- 
liam-street, yesterday morning. Senator Kiernan, 
the Chairman, and Senators Russell and Koch 
were present. The first witness examined was 
John H. V. Arnold. He was counsel for the Na- 
tional Trust Company before it was piaced inthe 
hands ofa Receiver. He testified that Mr. Best, 
as Examiner, claimed that loans had been made by 


the officers of the company on securities that were 
not worth as much as had been estimated, and that 
the capital of the company had, in consequence, 
been impaired. The witness was, at the time, in 
favor of the appointment of a Receiver who would 
actin concert with the stockholders in trying to 
make good the impaired capital. There was no 
doubt in his mind that the company could pay its 
depositors in full. Mr. Constant, one of the com- 
mittee appointed by the Trustees, stated to the 
witness that Mr. Lamb told him that he would be 
satisfied with any arrangement that Mr. Best 
should make. Mr. Arnold believed that the com- 
pany could have got along without any difficulty if 
the ‘Trustees had been allowed to continue the bus- 
iness. The affairs of the company were in no 
worse condition than those of other financial insti- 
tutions. Few,if any, of the Trustees werein fa- 
vor of the appointment of a Reeeiver. D. S. Ap- 
pleton testified that he was a ‘Trustee of the Na- 
tional Trust Company at the time when Mr. Best 
was appointed Receiver. He was not in favor of 
having the company placed in the hands of a Re- 
ceiver. 

Senator Russell— How many of the Trustees were 
willing to make good the impaired capital? 

Mr. Appleton—I cannot say, because we did not 
have time to discuss that point. 

Senator Russel!—What do you mean? 

Mr. Appleton--[ mean that the appointment of a 
Referee was so sudden. It was almost instamtane- 
ous. 

The witness stated that he would have been 
willing to have advanced some money hirnself if 
the company needed it. He did not think the con- 
tinuance of the banking business in 1877 would 
have jeopardized the company, and he was of the 
opinion that the appointment of a Keceiver was 
not necessary. He believed that if the Trustees 
had been given an opportunity of conferring to- 
gether different measures would have been taken. 
President Mangam was recalled and stated that in 
the early part of December, 1877, a statement 
was made up by a committee and submitted toa 
meeting of the Trustees, showing that the com- 
pany had a surplus of $39,000. The committee 
made this report while Mr. Best was conducting 
his examination. A letter was received from 
Receiver Best, in which he asked that Messrs. 
Mangam, Cruikshank, Orvis, and other witnesses 
be recalled and subjected to cross-examination. 
He said that he was prepared to disprove the alle- 
gations made by those witnesses, Senator Kiernan 
said that the committee would give Mr. Bost every

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THE ‘“‘ BUZZARD” PENNIES. 


— 


A DENIAL OF THE THAT GOLD WAS 
USED IN THEIR COMPOSITION. 

For some time past a story has prevailed to 
the effect tat the nickel pennies issued from 1856 
to 1858, and commonly known aa “ buzzard” pen- 
nies, contained some gold which had been accl- 
dentally mixed with the alloy of copper and nickel 
of which the pennies were made. Kecently, J. C. 
Rodney, of Austin, Texas, sent 20 of these pennies 
to the United States Assay Office, in this City, with 


the information that the pennies were being bought 
up at $15 per hundred by speculators on the sup- 
position that they contained gold. Hv asked for 
an assay and information as to the truth of the 
story. The communication and coins were for- 
warded to the Mint at Philadelphia. Superintend- 
ent Snowden, of the Philadelphia Mint, in a letter 
to Superintendent Van Wyck, of the Assay Office, 
says that the pennies contain no precious metal, 
and consist of an alloy of 45 per cent. of copper 
and 15 per cent. of nickel. The false im- 
pression as to the presence of precious met- 
als in the coins he thinks grew out of 
the fact that the pleces of 1856, technically known 
as pattern pieces, were given a fictitious value be- 
cause but few of them were issued, and wero 
eagerly sought after by numismatists on account 
of their rarity, from 50 cents to $1 apiece being 
paid forthem. These pattern pieces were obtained 
from the Mint by dealers in, or collectors of, coin, 
and they were readily disposed of at the premium 
demanded as curiosities. At the present time they 
sell readily at a much higher premium, asthe “ buz- 
zard”’ pennies of 1856 are nearly all in the hands of 
collectors. No special value attaches to the issue 
of any other year. Superintendent Van Wyck sent 
a reply to Mr. Rodney, and also to a lady from 
Minnesota, who had made a similar inquiry, stating 
that the pennies were intrinsically worth no more 
than their face value.

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A FATAL NATIONAL SALUTE

TWO MEN KILLED AND OTHERS 

INJURED AT CASTLE WILLIAM. 

TRAGIC RESULTS OF A SALUTE TO FRENCH 
WAR VESSELS—PREMATURE DISCHARGE 
OF TWO GUNS—FOUR GUNNERS INJURED 
—TWO DIE AND A THIRD NOT EXPECTED 
TO LIVE. 

While a responsive salute to the French 
frigate Mimerve and the ram Chasseur was being 
fired from Castle William, on Governor's Island, 
yesterday morning, two of the 32-pound guns dis- 
charged prematurely, inflicting terrible injuries 
upon four men and slightly wounding two others. 
Two of the four most badly hurt died during the 
day and a third is not expected to live, The French 
frigate steamed slowly past Governor’s Island at 
about 8 o'clock. As she approached Castle Wil- 
liam she fired the national salute of 21 guns. In 
pursuance of custom and orders three detach- 
ments of the Fifth United States Artillery, under 
command of Second Lieut. 8, F. Massey, at once 
set about returning the salute, gun for gun. In 
the second tier of the time-worn Castle is a battery 
of twenty 82-pound smooth-bore guns, all of which 
were made ready for the salute. Each gun 
was manned by six soldiers, one of them 
being known as the chief of detach- 


ment, another as gunner, and the four 
remaining ones a8 cannoneers, It is the duty of 
Nos. 1and2of the cannoneers to swab out the 
guns, put in the charges, and ram them down. 
The gunner, meanwhile, stands with his thumb 
pressed tightly upon the vent to prevent the en- 
trance of aiminto the back part of the bore. For 
the purpose of facilitating the loading, each gun 
carriage iy rolled back on the chassis, so that the 
mouth of the gun is about a yard from the embra- 
sure. Then cannoneer No. 1 takes his place on the 
right side of the gun (looking from the breech) 
and No. 2 stands on the left side. Both men, while 
performing their duties, are obliged to expose por- 
tions of their bodies directly in front of the can- 
non’s mouth. No.1 uses his right arm and. No. 2 
his left in ramming home the charge. 

'n firing a salute of 21 guns the 20 guns of the 
battery are discharged successively, 10 seconds in- 
tervening between each discharge, and for the 
twenty-first gun one of the pieces first discharged 
is tired a second time. In order that there should 
be no mistake as to the firing of the twenty-first gun 
Lieut. Massey yesterday ordered that guns Nos. 1, 
2, and 8 be reloaded immediately after they had 
been first fired. Sergt. Dunlevy was chief of de- 
tachment at gun No. 1, Corp. Irwin was gun- 
ner, and Privates Whelan and Ctunos acted 
as cannoneers, J] and 2 respectively. At gun 
No. 3, Sergt. Heifer was ehief of detachment, Corp. 
Grace was gunner, Private Jean Malli was can- 
poneer No. 1 and Private Sidner No. 2. Just after 
the seventh gun bad been fired, and while the sec- 
ond cartridges were being driven into Nos, 1 and 3, 
the former suddenly discharged, blowing the ram- 
rod, together with shattered bits of the arms and 
hanas of the two cannoneers, out into the harbor. 
Three or four seconds later, and simultaneously 
witha the firing of the eighth gun, No. 3 also belehed 
forth its charge, which had only been partially 
rammed down the bore. There were shrieks of 
agony, and the four cannoneers fell to the 
floor terribly wounded, while the two gunners 
whose thumbs had been severely burned, in 
spite of the buckskip ‘‘stalls’’ which they 
wore, wrung their hands in mute suffering. The 
discipline of the service required that the firing of 
the salute should be completed in prover order, 
and therefore much less excitement was mani- 
fested over the accidents than there would have 
been had the bystanders been civilians. The 
wounded men were quickly picked up by their 
comrades and carried to the Post Hospital, where 
Se Surgeon Janeway and Dr. Purley attended 
them. 

Private Jean Malli, who was acting as cannoneer 
No. lat gun No. 3, was frightfully mangled and 
disfigured, and he died about 10 minutes after the 
explosion. He was barely breathing when he 
reached the hospital. The Surgeon's diagnosis 
showed that his right hand had been blown off, 
that there was a compound comminuted fracture 
of the right arm, a fracture of the right side of the 
jaw, a dislocation of the collar bone, and a com- 
plete separation of the first 10 ribs from their 
cartilages. Both eyes were completely destroyed, 
and the poor man’s face was disfigured beyond 
recognition. Maili was about 45 years of age, and 
an oildand trustworthy solaier, He served in the 
Federal army during the rebellion, and had been a 
member of Battery A since 1870. He had no family. 
Private Whelan, who was cannoneer No. 1 of gun No. 
1, died at about 4:20 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
The whole of his right arm was blown off and he 
was bleeding from both ears when received at the 
hospital. The Surgeons had not been able to de- 
termine up to the time of his death whether or not 
the base of his skull was fractured. He was badly 
burned about the face, right arm, and rightleg. A 
portion of his clothing was burned off. He was de- 
lirious from the time of the accident until he died. 
Whelan was about 28 years old, and had been in 
Battery A about two years and ahalf. It was the 
belief of some of his superior officers that he came 
from Rochester, N. Y. Private Sidner, who was 
cannoneer No.2 at gun No. 3, lost his left hand, 
and the bones of his left arm were badly 
fractured. He was severely burned, and 
evidently suffered from internal injuries. 
He was lying on a cot in the Post Hospital at about 
5 o'clock yesterday afternoon, conscious, but very 
feeble. The Surgeons said that he would probably 
die. Heis apparently about 26 years of age. The 
left fore-arm and hand of Private Clunos, cannon- 
eer No. 2 at gun No. 1, were terribly shattered and 
burned, and his left leg and side were also burned, 
His injured arm was amputated just above the el- 
bow between 11 and 12 o’ciock yesterday forenoon, 
and, although he rallied feebly from the operation, 
Dr. Janeway bas hopes of his recovery. Hoth of 
Corp. Irwin’s thumbs and Corp. Grace's right 
thumb were severely burned by the powder flash- 
ing out of the vents of their guns. 

The causes that led to the premature discharges 
of the two guns will be carefully investigated very 
soou by a board of officers to be appointed by 
Gen. Hancock. At present the accidents seem to be 
explainable only upon one of two theories. The 
first is that the wind, which was blowing a gale 
directly toward the harbor side of the Castle, 
blew some sparks or burning pieces of discharged 
cartridges into the funnel-shaped embrasures and 
into the mouths of guns Nos. land 38. In both of 
those guns the flannel-covered cartridges, each 
containing eight pounds of mortar powder, were 
not more than half-way down the bore when the 
explosions occurred. Another theory is that the 
bores of the two guns were moist from the recent 
protracted rainy period, and that each had 
retained some portions of the burning powder or 
cartridge bags from the first firing. Lieut. Massey 
was of the opinion, however, thatthe guns were 
thoroughly swabbed out, for new sponges were 
used. He is positive that the vents were thorough- 
ly thumbed, as the buckskin “ stalls” worn by each 
gunner were completely destroyed. The last time 
that the guns of this battery were fired was on the 
Fourth of July. The officer in charge of the bat- 
tery stated yesterday that he had never heard of 
any serious accident happening there before. The 
guns were old style, and were made, it is thought, 
about 20 years ago. Two or three soldiers who 
were in the battery at the time of the accident 
corroborated Lieut. Massey In his statement that 
there was apparently neither negligence nor care- 
Jessness in the bandlingof the guns. Itis claimed 
that the guns were cleaned, loaded, fired, and re- 
cleaned in strict accordance with the usual tactics, 
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THE BOY MURDERER ON TRIAL. 

The trial of Thomas McCabe, a 16-year-old 
boy, for shooting his stepmother on the 13th of 
May at No. 24 James-street, was continued before 
Recorder Smythe yesterday. The case was ad- 
journed last week on account of the absence of 
Coroner knox and Deputy-Coroner Donlin, who 


Were subpcenaed as witnesses. Yesterday the two 
gentlemen appeared in court and stated that they 
had not received the subpaenas, which were sent to 
them at the Coroner’s office, until after their return 
from the Syracuse Convention. The explanation 
was considered satisfactory by the court. Coroner 
Knox testified that the ante-mortem statement of 
Mrs. McCabe, in which sbe stated that the prisoner 
shot her, had been taken down by an ambulance 
surgeon, and that as the writing was lIllegible 
he (witness) made a eopy of it the 
next day and tore up the © original. 
Counsel for the prisoner objected to the admission 
in evidence of the ante-mortem statement, but the 
court held that it was competent, and allowed it 
to be read. Dr. Donlin testified as to the cause of 
death. The prosecution then closed, and counsel 
for the defense opened in an argument in which 
he claimed that the ee was not responsible 
for his acts, being subject to epileptic fits. The 
father of the prisoner then took the witness-stand, 
and testified that his son Thomas had never been 
of sound or strong mind. He had for years been 
subject to epileptic fits and acted in avery strange 
mactner. He attended the parochial school in 
James-street, but was frequently sent home, as 
they said there was something wrong with his 
mind. A short time before the shooting he was 
told to blacken the stove, and after doing so 
blackened his face and hands, and said. when asked 
why he did so, that ‘*he wanted to be a nigger.” 
The case was adjourned until to-day.

PENALTY FOR BREAKING A MAN'S NOSE, 

William Burrell, a colored stableman, 
created a disturbance at a picnic at Elm Park on 
Aug. 29. John Paine, the watchman, endeavored to 
remove him from the grounds, whereat Burrell 
became enraged, and seizing a heavy stone struck 
the watchman a blow in the face, fracturing his 
nose and otherwise injuring him. The injured man 
was taken to the Ninety-ninth-Street Hospital, and 
was unable to appear in court against his assailant 
before Sept. 4. When the case was called in the 
General Sessions Court Burrell pleaded guilty to 
assault and battery. Reevorder Smyth yesterday 
sentenced him to one year’s imprisonment, and a 
fine of $150.

A PRODUCE EXCHANGE SEAT, 
Arguments were heard yesterday by Judge 
Lawrence, in Supreme Court, Chambers, in the suit 
of Charles R. Stillwell against the Produce Ex- 
change. Not long ago a seat in the Exchange, held 
by aman named Jones, was sold under a writ of 


attachment. issued by the Marine Court, and was 
purchased by Charles R. Stillwell. Jones had pre- 
viously transferred his certificate to a man named 
Luke, of Connecticut, fora nominal consideration 
of $600, but no notice of the fact had been given 
to the oflicers of tho Exchange. and when they 
learned of the transfer they refused to allow Still- 


well to take his seat, although he had been elected 
a member of the body. Mr. Stillwell appealed to 
the courts to install him. Col. Edward c. Jones, 
who appeared for the complainant, argued that 
the transfer to Luke was void, because Luke had 
never been elected a member of the Exchange, and 
aleo because it was made privately and subsequent 
to the date of the transfer. Jones still held the 
certificate. William R. Foster, Jr., contended for 
the Exchange that the remedy of Mr. Stillwell was 
not by mandamus against the Exchange, but by an 
action against Mr. Luke for the recovery of the 
certificate. Judge Lawrence reserved his decision.

MURDER IN THE FIRST DEGREE. 


EDWARD HOVEY FOUND GUILTY OF KILLING 
HIS SISTER-IN-LAW. 

The trial of Edward Hovey, a young man 
28 years of age, for the murder of his sister-in-law, 
Mrs. Fannie Vermilyea, on the 26th of last April in 
her house, No. 2738 West Thirty-eighth-street, which 
has occupied the attention of Judge Cowing and a 
jury in the Court of General Sessions for several 
days, was concluded yesterday by the jury finding 
the prisoner guilty of murder in the first degree. 
The testimony from first to last was strongly 
against the prisoner, and his counsel had almost 
a hopeless task in seeking for a different result. 


Edward Hovey, the prisoner. was the first witness 
yesterday. He appeared at first confused and 
erestfallen when on the stand. He said he had 
rooms with his wife in the house of his sister-in- 
law. He went out on the morning of the shooting, 
and walked around looking for work. About 4:30 
o'clock in the afternoon he returned to the house, 
and had a pistol in the rear pocket of his panta- 
loons. His wife and Mrs. Vermilyea were in the 
room, the latter sewing. He took the pistol out of 
his pocket with his handkerchief, and Mrs. Vermil- 
yea, on seeing the pistol, demanded it from him. 
The pistol and handkerchief were on his lap, and 
as he handed the weapon to his sister-in-law it ex- 
ploded accidentally. He denied that he intended 
to shoot, and said that the woman was the best 
friend he had. He said he purchased the pistol the 
— day for 50 cents, which he got by pawning a 
coat. 

The Assistant District Attorney subjected the 
witness to a close cross-examination. He admitted 
that a pistol had been taken from him the day pre- 
ceding the shooting by Mrs. Vermilyea, and, fur- 
ther, that he had pawned a coat on the day of the 
shooting and purchased another pistol for 50 cents. 
His reason for so doing was that he was always in 
the habit of carrying a pistol. He denied that he 
made the statement at the station-house to the 
Sergeant, when asked why he shot his sister-in- 
law, “It is none of your business.”’ 

“ How did your pistol come to be cocked?” asked 
Col. Fellows. 

“It must bave got cocked when I was pulling it 
out of my pocket.”’ he replied sullenly. 

In answer to further questions the prisoner ad- 
mitted that be had been arrested three times and 
had served three terms in prison for grand and 
petty larceny. 

John Hovey, the father of the prisoner, and 
Sarah Hovey, the sister, testified that he always 
carried a pistol since he left school. They had 
warned him frequently against such a habit, and 
told him that it would bring him Into trouble. 

‘This ended the testimony in the case, and Mr. 
William F. Kintzing summed up for the defense. 
He contended that the crime of murder in the first. 
degree bad not been made out, and that the offense 
at the most was only murder in the second degree. 

Col. Fellows followed for the prosecution ina 
long address. He claimed that the case was one 
clearly of murder in the first degree. If any other 
verdict were arrived at he would consider it a mis- 
carriage of justice. Hethen reviewed the whole 
life and character of the prisoner, and commented 
strongly on the fact of his being a hardened crim- 
inal. and also on his cool and brutal deportment 
both at the time of and after the shooting. 

Judge Cowing then charged the jury, briefly re- 
viewing the testimony and imstructing the jury in 
the law relating to the different grades of murder 
and manslaughter. The jury retired at 2:45 o’ciock, 
and in 15 minutes they came into court, and, in 
answer to the usual questions by the clerk, said 
they found the prisoner guilty of murder in the 
first degree. Hovey received the announcement 
quite coolly, and seemed less affected than most of 
the othersin court. At the request of Mr. Kint- 
zing, the jury was polled. The prisoner was then 
remanded until Friday for sentence. His counsel 
intends making application for a stay of proceed- 
ings and a new trial.

DISCOVERY OF A SON WHOM HIS PARUNTS 
THOUGHT THREY HAD BURIED. 


On June 9 last, Joseph Redmond, a lad 
about 12 years old, who gave his residence as No. 
100 Bleecker-street, was arrested by Patrolman 
Clue, of the Fifteenth Precinct, on complaint of 
petit larceny made by Mr. William Goulding, of 
No, 626 Broadway. The lad was arraigned at the 
Jefferson Market Police Court, before Justice 
Ford, and was committed for trial at the Court of 
Special Sessions, He made no effort to communi- 
cate with his friends, and the address which he 


gave while at court subsequently proved to be 
false. When the case was valied for trial at the 
Court of Special Sessions no one appeared in favor 
of the boy, and he was convicted and committed 
to the House of Refuge. Meanwhile the parents of 
the lad, alarmed at his disappearanee, were search- 
ing for him all over the City, but without success. 
Nearly a month after their son's disappearance the 
body of a bey of about the same age was found 
floating in the North River, and was removed to 
the Morgue for identification. There it was seen 
by the parents of the missing lad, and although 
the remains were much decomposed, they identi- 
fied them as those of their boy, took them to their 
home, and buried them. Last week the grieving 
parents were astonished and overjoyed at receiv- 
ing a letter from their son, whom they mourned 
as dead. It was dated from the House of Refuge, 
and from itthey learned for the first time of the 
arrest and incarceration of their boy. A visit was 
paid to him, and the meeting between the son and 
his parents is sald to have been mest affecting. 
Yesterday the mother of the lad called on Justice 
Ford and asked him to discharge herson from the 
House of Refuge. The magistrate would have 
been glad to do so, but was powerless to act, as the 
lad had been committed by the magistrates sitting 
at the Special Sessions, aud their signatures are 
necessary to release him. A formal application 
will be made for his discharge.

SUDDEN DEATH OF JONN W. MILLS. 

The Hon, John W. Mills died suddenly yes- 
terday morning at his residence in White Plains. 
He had not been in very good health for several 
days, having suffered from acute indigestion, but 
yesterday morning he was in apparently good 


spirits, and went about his place looking after 
matters requiring his personal attention. It was 
while thus engaged that he is supposed to have 
fallen to the ground in an apoplectic fit. He was 
found unconscious by twe men who carried him 
into the house, where he died in less than an hour. 
Mr. Mills was one of the most preminent men in 
Westchester County at one time, having held many 
high offices of trust and honor. After completing 
his studies he began reading law, intending to em- 
brace the profession. In 1836 he was sworn in as 
Deputy County Clerk, and remained in that office, 
meanwhile studying law with J. Warren Tompkins, 
late of White Plains, until Dec. 7, 1837, when he 
was admitted to the Bar as an attorney and coun- 
seloratlaw. He afterward formed a partnership 
with Mr, Tompkins. In 1844 he was sworn in as 
Master in Chancery, and in 1846 as Examiner in 
Chancerv. He was elected County Judge of West- 
chester County in the Fall of 1851, and served with 
ability for two terms, until the year 1860. He was 
next elected Surrogate of Westchester County, 
serving from Jan. 1, 1863, to Jan. 1, 1871, when he 
retired to private life. He was at onetime the law 
pectin of the late John J. Clapp, afterward of the 
ate Judge Robert Cochrane, and finally one of the 
law firm of Mills, Cochran & Verplanck.

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ANOTHER POLICY-DEALER ARRESTED. 

Detective Michael Crowley, of the Fifteenth 
Precinct, yesterday afternoon noticed Annie Brown,

ments. After remaining in the house a short time 
she came out, and the oflicer then accosted her 
and foundin her hand aslip of paper containing 
two sets of numbers known technically as “ gigs.”

A search of the house was 
then made, and ina bedroom on the second floor 
the officer found Henry Pepper, who, the Police 
say, isan old policy-dealer, seated at a table on 
which was spread a manifold book almost com- 
pletely eovered with numbers. He was in the 
act of entering a series of numbers on this 
register when the officer arrested him. He was 
arraigned before Justice Patterson, at the Jefferson 
Market Police Court, when counsel, whom he had 
employed to defend him, claimed that the evidence 
against him was ineufficient to hold him for trial.

INVISIBLE POISON. 


HOW IT WORKS ITS WAY INTO THE BODY ANB 


HOW TO COUNTERACT IT. 


One of the great scourges of the present year inall 
parts of America has been malaria. This is a trouble 
80 treacherous in its nature and so dengerous in its 
results asto justly cause apprehension wherever it 
has appeared. But there are so many erroneous ideas 
upon the subject that a few words are in order at a 
time when people are subject to malarial influences. 


Malaria, which means simply bad air, is the common 
name of aclass of diseases which arise from spores of 
decaying vegetable matter. thrown off from stagnant 
pboois, or piles of vegetation undergoing decomposi- 
tion. These spores when inhaled with the breath or 
taken into the system with water soon enter the blood 
and germinating there find a foothold, whereby the 
whole system is poisoned and the various functions 
disordered. When the germ theory of disease was 
first advanced it was supposed that these spores 
were of animal nature, and, like the bacteria in 
diphtheria, were propagated in the blood, but they 
are now conceived to be of vegetable origin, like 
the fungi found on decaying wood or inceliars. The 
source of this state of the airis generally swamps or 
stagnant pools, which, partially dried by the hot sun, 
send forth vapors loaded with this malarial pvison. 
‘these vapors descend to the earth in the night, cooled 
by the loss of temperature, and breathed by sleepers 
are readily inhaled. Hence, persons living near stag- 
nant pools or marshes are liable to be afflicted with 
chills and fever, and such localities are never healthy, 
though they are moreso when the streams flowing inta 
them are pure,and also when the water is bigh, 
Again, the drainage of houses, slaughter-houses, 
barns, &c., are afertile source of malaria. One will 
often notice in coming into the neighborhood of one 
of these sluggish streams that pass through almost 
every village a most villainous smell caused by the of- 
fensive refuse, which communicates its bad odor to the 
atmosphere, especially on not days. This absorbed 
into the system by the a or taken in through 
water, which also absorbs it from the air, poisons the 
biood and deranges the whole system. This poison is 
also developed ,in force in wells and springs when 
they become low, and theresuit of drinking these is 
the same as breathing the poisonous air. In atime of 
drought the great quantity of vegetation that dries up 
in the meadows, stubble-fields, and pastures, the 
corn-fields and forest leaves produces the same effiu- 
via. On the prairies, when large tracts of prairie 
ground are turned over, the decaying vegetation is a 
wide-spread cause of malaria. 
The evils which foilow malarial poisoning are almost 
infinite. Disease of a malignant and dangerous na- 
ture, accompanied by symptoms the most distressing, 
are certain to manifest themselves, and life is a bur- 
deu so long as this poison remains in the system. The 
indications of malarial poisoning are loss of appetite,
